Pittsburg, Pa; August 4.—‘Within a 
week every unfon man and-every union 
man at heart ix the employ of the United 
States Stee] Cyrporation will be asked, to 
join in the sfrike now being waged by 
the Amalgamated association. We must 
settle whether unionism is to stand or 
fall. 

“There wif be no more conferences with 
the United States Steel Corporation unless 
the meeting is asked for by the officials 
of the corporation. The Amalgamated as- 
sociation will not request a peace mect- 
ing.”’ 

These and -several other significant 
statements were made tonight by Pres- 
ident Shaffer, of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
ypon his return from the fruitless confer. 
ence with J. Pierpont Morgan and others 
in New York. 

It is now a fight to a finish between the 
billion-dollar steel trust and organized la- 
bor. Mr. Shaffer says that he is ready to 
employ every peaceable means within the 
power of man to win a victory. No quar- 
“#ter is to be given and none will be asked. 

The entire management of the battle has 

been placed in the hands of President 
. Shaffer. He has absolute power to ca!l 

out every man who is connected with y¥he 
‘(progress of the fight to date. He finds 
that none of his battle lines have been 
broken. Promise is,made by Mr. Shaffer 
that the trust will find the Amalgamated 
association is strong in many of its mills. 

4 All in Shaffer’s Hands. 

Mr. Shaffer, Secretary Williams, B. I. 
Davis, M. F. Tighe and John Chappelle, 
of lisville, came in from New York this 
evening. The president and advisers did 
not appear to be the least cast down. 
_ When asked when the advisory board 

“—pieetto order a general strike, 

President Shaffer said: 

-“‘None will be needed. The fact of the 
matter is “shat we held one in New York 
last evening.” 

“Was there any action taken at that 
meeting about calling out all of the men 
in the employ of the United States Steel 
Corporation?” was asked. 

“T was given full] authority to act. The 
meeting empowered me’ to issue a call 
whenever in my judgment I thought it 
time to act.” 

“When will that call be issued?” 

“That depends upon a number of things. 
It is difficult to say just the exact day 
that I will be réady to exercise the au- 
thority vested in me.”’ 

“Cannot you fix some definite day when 
this order will be issued?” 

' ‘You @an say that within a week every 
union man and every union man at heart 
in the employ of the United States Steel 

Corporation will be requested by me to 
‘join the Amalgamated association in win- 

ning this strike.’’ 

“Do you think you will be adie to close 
all of the mills of the steel corporation?” 

“I am of the opinion that every one 
of them can be closed. We have some 
great surprises in store for the trust. The 
men have been organized in some of their 
mills that they never dreamed could be 
touched. We have the sympathy of the 
workmen and they will not throw any 
straws in the way of our absolute vic- 
tory.”’ 

Mr. Shaffer said that the stories that 
Mr. Morgan had been ugly during the 
conference on Saturday were untrue. He 
said the gentleman had been courteous 
and business-like throughout the entire 
‘meeting and if he had lost his temper 
‘it was after the adjournment of the gath- 
ering. — 

Not Afraid of Negroes. 

“Are you afraid of southern negroes be- 
dng brought in to break the strike?” 
| “Not In the least. The negroes of the 
Bouth are thoroughly organized. We have 
‘not been overlooking that detail. They 
make the best kifid of union men. The 
300 colored men brought from the south 
to assist in starting the plant of the 
Latrobe Steel Company in Chicago were 
all members of the union. When they 
discovered what was wanted of them they 
returned to their homes,”’ 

Secretary Williams said: 

“All possibility of settlement of this 
difficulty appears tO be at an end. We 
carefully considered the proposition of 
‘the trust. It was decided that the terms 
were such that we could not accept. To 
accept would have meant practically the 
disruption of our organization. We could 
not have agreed and returned to face the 
men we represent. 

“It is now a case of fight. I think the 
contest will be the greatest industrial 
battle the world has ever known. I am 

thoroughly convinced that we wil] win 
the victory.” 
Why Terms Were, Rejected. 

‘“As anxious as the members of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Amalgamated asso 
ciation were to settle the present stec! 
workers’ strike, their refusal to accept 


the terms of Mr. Morgan was the only 
alterrative left them at the last moment. 
For the assoctation side to have agreed 
to the proposition would have declared 
all the hoop combine mills now idle as 
non-union and would have meant the de- 
gertion of the thousands of workmen 
who were employed in them and who or- 
ganized and came out on a strike since 
the trouble began. To have deserted these

FIGH T FOR EXIS TENCE, 
WHAT SHAFFER SAYS 


Pittsburg, August 4.—Reverting to the 
failure of the strike settlement Mr. Shaf- 
fer said: 

“No explanation was offered by. the com- 
pany for their refusal to grant any better 
terms or to consider the propositions of 
the Amalgamated association in any form. 
They seemed to have made up their minds 
suddenly to give no. consideration to the 
men and would not vary from this de 
termination. 

“Don’t blame Mr. Morgan for ali,’’ said 
Mr. Shaffer, as he went on. “Mr. Morgan 
knows absolutely. nothing about the true 
conditions of the millg except as he is 
told by others. He has their word and is 


| guided by it entirely. I believe that Mr. 
Morgan is a fair-minded man and is only 
acting on his judgment, based on infor- 
mation of others whom he looks to. I 
am aware that there is a hidden influence 
in the corporate body of the United States 
Steel Corporation that has been working 
against us. What I mean is that it is hid- 
den to the public, but not to us, We are 
fully aware of the location of our ene- 
mies. We went to New York wanting 
peace. We did everything that we knew 
how to bring peace honorably. In every 
effort we failed. We can do no more than 
fight for our existence until] either the 
trust asks for another conference or we 


are extirpated.” 


South Carolina Senator Addresses 
Large Crowd in Wisconsin. . 


DISCUSSED RACE QUESTION 


His Remarks in Justification of 
Lynching for Assault on Women 
Applauded by Audience. 


Milwaukee, Wis., August 4.—A Sentinel 
epectal from Marirette, Wis., says that 
United States Senator Benjamin F. Till- 
man, of South Carolina, addressed a 
large aulience there on the race question 
from a southern standpoint. One of the 
features of his remarks was a plea in 
justification of lynching. ‘In Wisconsin 
you have 5,000 black men,” he said. ‘““Whv 
don’t you try the bleaching process and 
exterminate them bv inter-marrving? The 
idea is repucnant ts vous. In South Car- 
Olina we have. 750,000 blacks and 550,000 
whites. The cerpet baggers, the ‘nigger’ 
and the southern scalawags and scoun- 
drels ruled us after the war until they 
had stolen everything that there was in 
the state; then we went with our shot- 
guns to the polls and took it away from 
them. All men are not created equal, 
and the ‘niggers’ are not fit to vote. Come 
what may, the people of the south will 
govern their own country ”’ 

He condemned Booker Washington's 
scheme educating the negro along indus- 
trial lines as an attempt to place him on 
an equality with the white artisan, some- 
thing that yould intensify race hatred in 
the south. He*said that among the 4,009,- 
000 slaves during the rebellion there were 
more Christians than there are today 
among the 9,000,000 blacks in the south. 
“T don’t want to uphold slavery ’’ he con- 
tinue. “TI thank Ged there are no slaves 
today under the Stars and Stripes” 

Mr. Ti:lman made an cloquent plea in 
justification of lynching. saying that 
southern women could not be brought into 
court to testify, to their shame and 
deg-adattan, t#fcre a jury for the pur- 
pose cf convicting a beast. His refer- 
ence to the sanctity of the southern 
household and the sovthern women and 
his remorks on lynching were heartily ap- 
plauded. He closed with an impassioned 
statement to the effect that the white 
people of the routh would remain on top 
in “spite of the devil,’’ and, if necessary, 
he «nd his brethrer were ready to take 
down their shotguns egain. 


MINE WORKERS MAY STRIKE. 


Operators Fear Men Will Quit Work 
To Aid Steel Workers. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 4.—Represen- 
tatives of the opcrators and mine work- 
ers of Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois are gathering here for a confer- 
ence tomorrow O. T. Garrison, of St. 
Louts, chairman of the Illinois Coal Oper- 
ators’ Association, admits the confer- 
ence but is reticent as to its object. 
Asked if a syndicate strike of the miners 
was feared, he said: 

“There is no telling what the mine 
workers may do. If President Mitchell 
should call his men cut, I think he woulé 
make a serious mistake. The executive 
board of the bituminous district, com- 
prising Ohio, Indiana, Iliinois and Penn- 
syivenia, will be in session tomorrow, and 
I exnect to see the officials and have a. 
talk with them.”’ 

It is reported here tonicht that Indiana 
operators are fearful of a sympathetic 
strike of miners in aid of the steel strike. 
A vrominent Indiana operator said to- 
night: 

“I+ is true much uneasiness prevails in 
the coal flelds of the state on account of 
a possible sympathetic strike. The mect- 
ing of the mirers’ executive board to- 
morrow will be watched with more than 
usual interest. It is known that the 
anthracite field is excited and this feel- 
ing has invaded the tituminous fields. It 
is impossible to predict what will occur. 
I believe President Mitchell, of the mine 
workers, will not favor a sympathetic 
strike, but he mav be*%ut voted.”’ 


SHAFFER ‘VISITS WASHINGTON. 


Talked with Officers of the Ameri- 

"  @an Federation of Labor. 

Washington, August 4.—President Shaf- 
fer and other members of the executive 
board of the Amalgamated association 
have been sounding the American Fed- 
eration of Labor as to the extent the lat- 
ter body can be depended upon to support 
the great steel strike. President Shaffer, 
Secretary Williams, B. I. Davis, M. F. 
Tighe and John Chappelle came to’ Wash- 
ington after the anncuncement in New 
York of their failure to reach an agree- 
@oent with the United]States Steel offi- 
cials. Their presence’in the city was 
known to only a few people. They de- 
parted for Pittsburg this forenoon. While 
here ‘the committee had two extended in- 
terviews with General Secretary Morri- 
son, the principal officer of the American 
Federation of Labor now in the city, 
President Gompers being away. Mr, 
Morrison confined himself to the general 
statement that the committee had come 
to Washington for a conference with the 
Officials of the American Federation of 
Labor as to the best methods of pro- 
cedure in- carrying on the strike. The 
Amalgamated association, Mr. Morrison 
said, was affiliated with the Federation 
and was entitled to the cooperation and 
aid of the greater body in conducting the 
strike movement to a successful issue. 
Mr. Morrison expressed himself as confi- 
dent of the ultimate victory of the steel 
workers and felt certain that the Federa- 
tion of Labor would give them all the aid 
in its power. He was asked specifically 
whether orders would be issued for an 
extension of the strike in affiliated 
branches of labor and regarding the mat- 
ter of financial assistance to the steel] 
strikers, but declined to asiswer the ques-

LONG ON CHANDLER CHARGES 


Secretary Says He Knows Nothing 
About Inquiry for Evans. 


HAD LETTER FROM CHANDLER 


In It He Asked for Papers and Doc- 
uments Relating to Evans—No 
Necessity for Inquiry. 


Boston, August 4.—‘‘I am not aware of 
any request for an inquiry or investiga- 
tion,”” said Secretary of the Navy John 
D. Long at Hingham today to a Journai 
representative, when asked about the 
Washington report that former Secretary 
William E, Chandler had made charges 
against Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans. 

“The only thing I remember concern- 
ing the matter,’’ continued Secretary 
Long, “is that Mr. Chandler wrote to me 
about the time Admiral Evans’ book was 
published and asked for coples of papers 
and documents relating to Evans. These 
copies were sent to him. Later Mr. Chan- 
dler wrote me a letter, in which he gave 
his version of,the case. That may be the 
letter referred to in the article which 
was published yesterday. I would not 
fee] at Ifberty to make that letter public 
without authority from Mr. Chandier, 
but it is not unlikely that he would give 
it out.’”’ 

“Did that letter constitute a request 
for an inquiry?’ was asked. 

‘There was no request, as I understand 
it, and there seems to be no necessity 
for an inquiry concerning the matter re- 
ferred to.’ 

“Might it not be taken up Dy the sen- 

ate?” 

‘That is not likely, for neither Mr. 
ChanMer nor Admiral.-Evans is a mem- 
ber of the senate.”’ 

When asked regarding the selection of 
the. third member of the Schley court of 
inquiry, Secretary Long said that so far 
as he knew no selection had been made.’ 
There are only a few who are eligible, 
and any of them wauld be a good man. 


Taking Off the Cargo. 

St. Johns, N. F., August 4.—A mes- 
senger who arrived today from the scene 
of the wreck. of the steamer Acis, west 
of Cape Race, reports that the salvors 
are taking cotton from her. The steamer 
Grand Lake is taking other portions of 
the cargo. She had on board 144,000 bush- 
els of wheat in bulk, 2,320 bales of cotton, 
2,170 bags of cotton seed meal and 1,17 
pieces of pitch pine. With the exception 
of the grain, all the cargo is easily salva- 
ble. Captain Tate and the crew have 
abandoned the vessel and are now at Tre- 
passey,

Several Others. 

Moscow, Idaho, August 4—Dr. W. W. 
Watkins was shot and instantly killed this 
morning while riding in his buggy in the 
Streets of Moscow. George Creighton, a 
prominent merchant, was shot through 
the arm, and Deputy Sheriff Coo) was 
shot in the shoulder and thigh by William 
Steffen, a resident of Moscow. who, it is 
believed, became suddenly insane. Stcf- 
fen was efterwards killed. 

Steffen was on horseback when he shot 
Watkins and Creighton. He was at once 
pursued by the deputy sheriff and a large 
posse. As he neared his house about 2 
miles southeast of town, his horse was 
shot from under him. Steffen took refuge 
in his house, which was immediately sur- 
rounded. Here, armed with a rifle, he 
kept the besiegers at a distance. How- 
ever, they kept growing in numbers and 
increasing their armament and a fusillade , 
was kept up from every side of the struc- 
ture, the attacking party taking refuge 
in a fleld of tall wheat. Steffen would 
occasionally appear at the windows, fire 
a shot and disappear. About 11 o'clock 
he appeared at the kitchen window, evi- 
dently intending to pick off some one in 
a party of four who had craw!ed up to an 
advanced position. They were looking 
for him, however, and a volley from their 
rifles killed him instantly.

CELTIC ARRIVES AT NEW YORK. 


Largest Ship ‘in the World Makes 
Her First Trip. 

New York, August 4.—The biggest ship 
in the world, the Celtic, of the White Star 
line. reached her dock here today on her 
maiden vovage.

In the meantime Chaffin was trying 
to secure a billiard cue to strike Max- 
well, his mother at the same time im- 
ploring him not to do so. Persons in the 
hotel office seized Maxwell, and when the 
police came in a minute or two later he 
quietly surrendered. He was drinking at 
the time and was very much excited. 

Chaffin stated that he had continuously 
told Maxwell that he must leave the 


hotel on account of conduct which his. 


fellow guests deemed objectionable, and 
this was the sole reason why Maxwell 
fired at him. Maxwell says that Chaffin 
had ejected him and he would not stand 
his treatment. Maxwell was carried to 
police headquarters, and tomorrow the 
recorder will lock into the affair.

FOUR CAR LOADS EACH -DAY. 


Peach Crop Is Being Shipped from 
Adairsville Now. 
Adairsville, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)— 
The Elberta peach season is open and 
the luscious fruit is fast being put upon 
the market. ‘Ihe shipments have been 
going forward at the rate of two or 
three cars a day for several days. This 
week will see ten and fifteen cars per 
day loaded. The fruit is not as fine 
this year as last, neither does it bring 

the price expected. 

The large bulk of the crop is being sold 
delivered on the cars here, and the price 
is from 60 cents to $1.25 per crate. The 
buyers have been here in numbers and 
more would have been realized for the 
crop, but in some instances the fruit is 
small and specked, owing to dry weather. 
There are yet many growers who have 
not sold their crops and who are holding 
for better figures. It is thought that 
most of the crop will be shipped farther 
east this season than ever before. 

The growers are working all the time 
in the orchards and hauling to the cars 
until near morning, in some instances. 
So far there has been no scarcity of labor 
of any variety. Tne laborers are doing 
better work this year, owing to the fact 
that they have had some experience, 
which is worth a great deal in the ulti- 
mate price secured for the fruit.

It was proved by 
the organization that the men did want 
to. and the executive board took the offi- 
cers of the trust at their word and ocffer- 
ed to compromise on the scale being sign- 
ed for all mills that were known to both 
sides to be fully organized. The propo- 
sition was declined and in return they 
offered worse terms than had been reject- 
ed by the board during the Hotel Lincoin 
conference.”’

Four of the strikers are stil] In jail. Or- 
ganizer George Evans, Frank Adams and 
William and Elmer Moore have been re- 
leased on bail. The Amalgamated lodge 
is arranging to furnish ball for the others 
Monday morning and wil] have the men 
for whom warrants are out to come over 
the West Virginia line and give them- 
selves up as soon as bail can be gotten 
for them. It is thought by the strikers 
that an application will be made to the 
United States district court in Cleveland 
for an injunction to restrain them from 
picketing the approaches to the mill. If 
the injunction is granted they say it wil 
be broken and this step will bring matters 
to an immediate issue. 

Tonight mills Nos. 1, 2, 4 and 6 are light- 
ed up ready to begin work at 3a. m. There 
is a feeling of unrest among the opera- 
tive potters of East Liverpoo! and Wells- 
ville and the owners of the plants are 
fearful lest they come out in sympathy 
with the steel workers. There are 9,000 
operatives in the potteries of the two 
towns. The railroad brakemen On the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg division will hold 
a meeting on Tuesday night to map out 
a course of action. They are heartily in 
sympathy with the strikers and may de- 
cide to come out in sympathy.

Strikers at San ‘Francisco Say They 
/ Can Do No Mors. 


San Francisco, August 4.—Whether the 
local labor trouble is to be terminated 
or whether it is to be extended to other 
unions, and possibly to other coast cities 
probably will be determined tomorrow af- 
ternoon. The directors of the employers’ 
association are to meet then to decide 
on their final position. Should they de- 
cide to make no concessions the union 
leaders assert they will issue orders for 
extreme measures. Andrew Furureeth, 
secretary of the labor council, said: 

‘We have done everything in our power 
to meet the employers half way. but 
through their attorney, Mr. Michael. thev 
have expressed a desire to treat with us 
only on one basis—that of the disruption 
of the labor unions in San Francisco. 
We shall not consent to yield up the 
only rights we have as laboring men. We 
decline to allow the employers to rule 
the industries of this city, as did the 
council of ten in the dark days of Venice's 
history. We are willing to meet the issue 
raised by the employers in a spirit of 
fairness, but. at the same time, we de- 
mand that the employers consider the 
question involved in this struggle in the 
same spirit. What we want is an early 
adjustment of this affair. We will do all 
we can to secure it, without the sacrifice 
of our principles as a union and our 
dignity as honest working men.”’

Austice Carter, of Floidg, Wants 


Change 
WAY BE GIVEN f CIRCUIT 


Judge Maxwell ot the First Cir- 
cuit and a Vacancy Is Thereby 
Created — Change Is Ex- 
pected at gn Early 
Dete. 


Tallahasse, Fla., August 4.—(Special.)— 
It Is rumored her¢ that Justice Francis 
B. Carter, of the Florida supreme court, 
will soon resign his present position, and 
that his resignation will be immediately 
followed by his appointment as judge of 
the first or west Florida circuit. The ru- 
mor seems to bé generally credited. The 
present judge of the first circuit, Hon. 
E. C. Maxwell, fof Pensacola, has been ap- 
pointed a member of the new supreme 
‘court commisrion, and has accepted. 
While his resignation as circuit judge has 
not yet been received by the governor, 
it is expected soon, and then there will 
be a vacancy on the first circuit bench. 

It jis knewn that Judge Carter feels 
that he must: retire from the supreme 
bench or his health will.be ruined. The 
work of the appellate court is extremely 
arduous and confining. The court is so 
far behind on its docket that the justices 
have felt in dutv bound to work day 
and night in their efforts to catch up. 
It is all office work—brain work—and 
there is practically no time left the jus- 
tices for physical exercise. Judge Carter 
has been particularly conscientious in his 
devotion to duty since his appointment 
to the supreme bench four years ago, 
and as he had formerly been a man of 
very active habits, the change to close 
confinement has had a bad effect upon 
his health. 

The duties of the circuit judge do not 
require such a sedentary life, and it is 
thought that under the circumstances 
Judge Carter would find them more sat- 
isfactory and congenial than those of @ 
Bupreme court justice. iis home is in 
Marianna, in the first circuit, and the 
impression j-revails around the state 
hov¢e this morning that he is likely to ve 
Judge Mexwell’s successcr. 

There are other candidates, however, 
for the judgeship of the first circuit. Tne 
most prominent of these are former State 
Senator Lucius J. Reeves, of DeFuniak 
Springs, and Hon. E. D. Beggs, of Pen- 
gpacola. Each of these gentlemen is 
strongly indorsed, and there are many, 
irdeed, who telleve that Mr. Reeves has 
already been decided upon. The governor, 


of course, will name no one until Judge | 


Maxwell's resignation is received. It is 
well known that from the viewpoint of 
politics Governor Jennings is absolutely 
free to act as he deems best in this 
matter. He has shrewdly managed to 
keep entirely clear from the entangle- 
ments of west Florida politics, and has 
no one in that section to either reward 
or punish. It is believed here that it 
Judge Carter asks to be transferred from 
the supreme to the circuit bench this will 
be done. 

' Judge Hocker, of the fifth circuit, has 
also accepted his appointment to the su- 
preme court commission, and his suc- 
cessor:as circuit judge also has to be 
named, Governor Jennings’ home is in 
the fifth circuit; and it is believed this 
arpointment will be more or less a per- 
sonal one. None of the politicians seem 
to have any idea as to who will be se- 
lected. The general view taken is that, 
as the governor is himself a fifth circuit 
lawyer, he is well acquainted with the 
qualifications of members of the bar in 
the circuit, and will make no mistake in 
his appoirtee. 

The question as to who would prob- 
ably succeed Judge Carter on the supreme 
bench, should he be transferred or re- 
sign, is not yet much discussed at the 
capital. A lavyer from middle or west 
Florida would doubtless be appointed. 
and as Judge John W. Malone, of the 
middle Florida circuit, has declined the 
offers of two former governors of eleva- 
tion to the supreme bench, he is believed 
to be positive in his determination to 
evoid the slavery of supreme court work. 
It is a pretty safe tip that Colonel R. 
W. Williams, of the Tallahassee har, will 
get the first supreme court judgeship 
that Governor Jennings will have to be- 
stow. 

The new comptroller, Hon. Alonzo 
Church Croom, of Brooksville, received 
his commissi¢n and entered upon the du- 
ties of his office this week. Until last 
year Mr. Croom had never been a public 
man or politician in any sense. During 
the first half of 1900, when the famous 
five-cornered fight for the democratic 
gubernatorial nomination was being 
waged, Mr. “room went to work for his 
friend and fellow-townsman, Jennings, 
the successful candidate, and proved that 
he knew the g2eme of politics He is a 
may of the strictest probity of character, 
successful with his own affairs, familiar 
with the history of the state, and be- 
iieved to be an excellent choice for the 
very important office which he has just 
assumed. 

The office of comptroller has long been 
filled by the strongest men in Florida. For 
seven years prior to 1897, when he became 
governor ‘for the second time—his first 
- term having been from 1881 to 1885—Hon. 
W. D. Bloxham was comptroller. Mr. 
Bloxham has been credited with know- 
dmg more about Florida’s finances than 
any other citizen of the state. Mr. Blox- 
ham was succeeded in the office in 1897 
by Hon, Wiillam H. Reynolds, of Polk 
county. .-It has been frequently said by 
men well qua:ified to speak that no more 
useful or capable man ever served the 
people of Florida in public office than 
William H. Reynolds. He belonged to 
that honest, progressive class of Geor- 
gians who have settled in this state in re- 
cent years and to whom Florida ts in- 
debted for most of her substantial indus- 
trial advancement during the last two 
Gecades. Mr. Reynolds was reelected 
comptrolier without opposition last year, 
‘but three weeks ago the whole state was 
shocked and grieved to hear of his sud- 
den death from heart trouble. 

Messrs. Bloxham and Reynolds dignified 
the office of comptroller and made it one 
of the most important and useful in the 
state government. Mr. Croom’s friends

MEMORIAL HOSPITAL NOW 
~ “GOES IN RICHMOND, VA. 
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Richmond, Va.,’ August 4.—(Special.)— 
Work has recently begun here on what 
will be one of the handsomest hospitals 
in the south. It is bullt through the 
munificence of John I.. Williams and his 
sons, who subscribed the greater part 
of the necessary money, and is intended 
as a memorial to Miss Charlotte Wil- 
liams, a Richmond girl who was drown- 
ed at the seashore several years ago. It 
was originally decided to call it the Char- 
lotte Williams hospital, but it is likely 
that this name will be dropped and an- 
other, possibly the Old Dominion, be se- 
lected. 

The magnificent building will adorn one 
of the most commanding and beautiful 
sites in the cliy, on the crest of the hill 
at Twelfth and Broad streets, where the 
hospitable old home of the late Judge W. 
W. Crump stood. The plans were drawn 
by Mr. Fuller, the well-known architect 
of Baltimore, who will have charge of 
the work of construction. With the lot 
the buildings and their appointments will 
cost $150,000. The hospital will be opened 
to patients without a dollar of indebted- 
ness. The building will be a massive three 
story and basement structure consisting 
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CHARLOTTE WILLIAMS HOSPITAL. 
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of two large rectangular wings -_ a 
central connecting portion. It will front 
on Broad _ street, one side being on 
Twelfth street. The hospital will he 
equipped fully and completely in the 
matter of all modern conveniences and 
appointments. Electric elevators for the 
removal of patients and an X-ray room 
with the most expensive apparatus will 
be installed. 

The hospital will have provision for i140 
beds. There will be a number of rooms 
for pay patients, but it will be entirely 
a charitable institution, as every dollar 
of the receipts from pay patients will 
simply pass into the treasury to swell the 
fund which will go to increase and en- 
large the institutidn’s charity work 
among those unable to pay. It will be in 
no sense a money-making institution. 
The hospital will probably require four 
or more resident physicians. A school of 
nursing will be conducted in connection 
with it. The medical and surgical care 
of the hospital has been intrusted to the 
faculty of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia and the location is within a block 
of the college and its associated Old Do- 
minion hospital, Maternity hospital and 
Nurses’ home.

The Florida railroad commission has 
just completed the fourth year of its ex- 
istence, having been organized in July, 
1897. In the course of a lengthy report 
to the governor the commissioners say 
this of the history and present standing 
of the body: 

“The commission was organized in 1897, 
and some time was necessary for consider- 
ation of the matters brought before us, 
for deciding as to our actions thereupon, 
and especially for the preparation neces- 
sary for the institution of proper legal 
proceedings to enforce our rules and or- 
ders when necessity demanded. We then 
proceeded to the discharge of our duties 
in the matter of a revision of the rates 
charged for the transportation of persons 
and property in Florida. We had suec- 
ceeded in making certain beneficial 
changes when counsel pointed out to us 
that the law creating the commission was 
defective. This necessitated a policy 
which would avoid litigation until the 
legislature of 1899 could amend the rail- 
road commission law. Adhering to the 
wisdom of this counsel, we proceeded in 
such a manner as would enable us to ac- 
complish the greatest amount of good pos- 
sible under the circumstances without 
entering upon hopeless litigation. The 
legislature of 1899 was duly apprised of 
the situation in which the commission 
found itself, and responded to our recom- 
mendations very intelligently by amending 
the act creating the commission so as to 
give this commission the additional pow- 
ers needed for the effective performance 


' of the tasks for which the board was cre- 


: ated. 
itself of the new powers granted and pro- 


The commission promptly availed 


ceeded to the enfo.cement of its orders 
through the courts. The decision rendered 
by the Florida supreme court in the Jack- 
sonville terminal case (41 Fla., 377), fully 
established the validity and constitution- 
ality of the railroad commission law of 
1899, and thus, after nearly three years, 
the commission found itself at last pos- 
sessed of and confirmed in the powers 
so greatly needed. The result has been 
that with the authority to enforce our or- 
ders, they are obeyed and the question

GIVEN KNOCK OUT DROPS 


Young Man Found Dead Near Char- 
lotte, N. C. 


THREE MEN ARE SUSPECTED 


After Being Drugged. Lanier Was 
Sandbagged and Robbed by 
His Assailants. 


Charlotte, N. C., August 4.—Last Friday 
afternoon a young-man was found ly{ye 
by the roadside two miles from Char- 
lotte in an unconscious condition. He 
was brought to the city hospital, where 
he died an hour later. The coroner's in- 
quest has developed a case of murder and 
robbery. The dead body was identified 
as that of Newton Lanier, of Fort Mill, 
S. C., and a volunteer in the Spanish war 
who went to Cuba in a company from 
this city. 

It transpires that Lanier was given 
knockout drops and was afterwards sand 
bagged and robbed of his watch and $80 
in cash.

The three sus- 
pected men are said to be gamblers who 
came here during the firemen's celebra- 
tion two weeks ago. It is believed that 
Charles Lyle is an assumed name. The 
police have a good description of all three 
and their capture is probable.

CORBIN. RETURNS (OUTLAW HOT 
FROM HIS TOUR OFFICER TO OEATA 
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Adjutant General Pleased With 
The Filipinos 


MEETS ThE SULTAN OF JOLO 


They Exchanged Presents—Corbin 
Says What He Has Seen Will 
Be of Benefit to Govern- 
ment—Americans Oc- 
cupy More Towns. 


Manila, August 4.—The towns of Cala- 
pan, Naujan and Pola, on the northeast 
ccest of the island of Mindora, were oc- 
cupied by a battalion of the Thirteenth 
volunteer infantry and Macabcbe scouts 
after a slight resistance. The insurgents, 
numbering !8, fled into the _ interior. 
Their’ commander, Howard, who is a de 
serter, is hidirg in the mountains and 
the Americans are in purruit. 

Adjutant General Corbin, who has re- 
turned to Manila after an eleven days 
tour of the islands, including a visjt to 
the sultan of Jolo, with whom he ex- 
changed presents, says: 

“The trip has considerably broadened 
my views, as well as affording me great 
pleasure personally. What I have seen 
should be of considerable benefit to the 
government. In’‘my opinion the changes 
now being made'in the Philippines could 
not be carried out by abler hands than 
these of Governor Taft and General Chaf- 
fee. Both have had wide’ experience 
They are men of tact and ability. Their 
duties are entirely separate and yet in 
many wavs cooperative. One could not 
very well go forward without the other. 
I am gratified to observe the firm friend- 
ship established between them, and IT am 
confident that, under their guidance, the 
Philippines will get out of trouble into 
peaceful water.” 

The adjutant general left Manila fer 

Shanghai this afternoon. 

The civil commission has chartered 2 
steamer for a trip among the northern 
islands in the interest of the establish- 
ment of civil government. The journey 
will be begun in about ten days. Con- 
gressman Shafroth, of Colerado, who has 
been closely investigating the question of 
public lands in the Philippines, urges 
the commission to take steps to estab- 
lish the homestead laws, allowing any 
persons coing work to the value of $109 
on government land to occupy a certain 
amount of it, and, if possible, assisting 
in stocking it. He also urges a wmilar 
arrangement with reference to mining 
claims. 

The troubles between the sultan of Jolo 
and other native chiefs, which has re- 
sulted in some fighting and considerahle 
loss of life, are being closely watched 
by the military authorities, who are ready 
to interfere should occasion demand, The 
civil administration of Manila under the 
rew charter will probably go into effect 
next Tuesday, when most cf the appoint- 
ments will be made.

The business men are taking an 
active hand in the negotiations and while 
the officers of the striking union claim 
to be satisfied at the situation, many of 
the men openly express their discourage- 
ment at the outlook. As vet there have 
been no attempts at violence and every 
precaution has been taken to prevent it. 


TEXAS BANK’S DOORS CLOSED. 


Excessive Loans Supposed To Have 
Caused the Touble. 

Austin, Texas, August 4.—Federal Bank 
Inspector J.. M. Logan today closed the 
First National bank, of this city, and 
posted a notice on its doors that it would 
not be open to business pending the ar- 
rival of the chief inspector. Excessive 
loans are supposed to have precipitated 
the crash. The state of Texas is said to 
have had some $75,000 on deposit, though 
the exact amount is unknown. Total de- 
posits are reported over $200,000. 

No official statement will be issued 
pending the arrival of the chief inspector. 

Director Myrick, of the First national 
bank tonight said that there was approx- 
imately $525,000 worth of deposits instead 
of £200,000, as at first stated, and that the 
bank will be able to settle dollar for dol- 
lar, there being sufficient cash in the 
veults tonight to pay 70 cents on the $1 
and the remainder can easily be obtained 
by collection of notes.

CONVERSATIONAL INSANITY-- 

THE WEATHER KICKER 

EATHER kicking is‘a confirmed 

habit with the public. No mat- 

ter what the bill of fare may be 

in the weather line somebody always has 

a kick coming. Rain or shine, hot or 

cold, it is impossible to please them 
ail. 

One might think that perhaps half the 
public, at least could be accommodated 
with satisfactory weather, but here again 
is a fallacy. The holder of such a the 
ory, similar to Lincoln’s that ‘‘you can 
fool all the people some of the time, and 
some of the people all of the time, but 
you can't fool all the people all of the 
time,” has failed to take into consid- 
eration that curious characteristic of hu- 
man nature that it never appreciates 
what it actually has. As Becky Sharp 
Savs, “‘we never get what we want. or 
want what we get.’ This ts truer of 
the weather than of any other thing~— 
being also a sad commentary on the 
native discontent of man and his utter 
lack of philosophy in accepting with no- 
tice neither pro nor con the absolute 
inevitable—of which the weather is a typ- 
ical illustration. 

The weather has been from time im- 
memorial regarded as an appropriate 
topic of casual conversation. Only in 
recent years has there come a heterodox 
hint against this tithe-worn institu- 
tion. 

Until the present revolutionary and 
lconoclastic times no one would have 
ventured the irreverent suggestion that 
the condition of the elements is really 
not an inspiring topic 
intercourse. It is one of those stolid, 
irreparable, unarguable subjects that do 
not stimulate scintillating secretions of 
gray matter. The passing of the weather 
as a conversational camping-ground is 
about to take place. 

In Honolulu, which has a “monotonous” 
climate, and where no one would think 
of referring to the state of the tempera- 
ture any more than of remarking that 
there was air to breathe or any other 
self-evident fact, they sav that this is 
one of the most striking things to travel- 
ers about the natives. Imagine a whole 
population with not a single weather 
kicker among it! Think of being trans- 
ported to a place where there was never 
an allusion to the sun or the elements, 
to heat or cold or wind or calm. 

What a curtailment of conversational 
possibilities! People would actually be 
forced back on real live ideas as mat- 
ter for talk. 

There would seem something lacking if 
one inhabited a community where he was 
never greeted with ‘Good morning, a 
fine day today, isn’t it?’ or “Hello. old 
chap, beastly hot weather, don’t vou 
think so?’ or ‘‘Well, my boy, is it hot 
enough for vou?” ete, ad infinitum and 
ad nauseum. 

Think of the revolution in modern con- 
versation if the subject of weather were 
entirely tabooed. As great a change 
would be wrought in the preliminaries 
ot friendly intercourse as was effected 
in motive power by the introduction of 
steam and electricity. 

Higher mathematics does not supply 
any means sufficient to measure the num- 
ber of wasted words that have started 
eternal vibrations of sound waves, and 
all on account of this one unnecessary 
subject. It is responsible for endless 
“idle words,’ as the scriptures § call 
them. 

If some miraculous dav should come— 
and its dawn is even now faintly break- 
ing—when people realized all of a sud- 
den that they have been simply wasting 
time and breath in talking about the 
weather, what a wonder would take place. 
They will feel so cheap to think of the 
serious way in which mankind for ages 
past has harangued continually and 
habitually, in season and out of 
season on this one pub- 
lic topic. And then it will be dropped— 
and when the weather is once finally 
dropped from polite conversation it will 
be the ‘“‘droppedest” subject that can 
be imagined. Nothine will ever revive 
it again.

People who do not kick at the actual 
weather per se often find ¢ollateral 
sources of gricevance—the weather bureau. 
for instance, or if not that the weather 
reporter on the dally paver. They some- 
how believe that the United States gsur- 
vey is run all wrong and for-the main 
purpose of m‘sleading the public, and that 
the reporter has his own personal reasons 
for trying to deceive them as to the 
actual state of affairs. It is a common 
thing to hear people say, “Oh, you can't 
tell anything by the weather report,” and 
make such remarks with evidence of sin- 
cerity. Like Mr. Dooly, they distinguish 
between “human weather” and ‘‘weather 
bureau weather.”’ 

Now, nobody is trying to defend the 
forecaster, ‘“‘official’’ or otherwise. it 
might be said, however, in passing, that 
a careful and prolonged observation of 
the daily predictions converted a previous 
tkeptic into a believer in their general 
reliability. As a matter of fact, the fore- 
casts are generally correct. 

But it is not that which is the thorn in 
the flesh to the pubile. Nearly every duy 
in a newspaper office brings some per- 
spiring and irate visitor who ‘wants to 
know’ about “these here weather sto- 
ries." The grievance develoas that said

To all such argumentatively incline4 
the weather editor begs to address the 
following pacific and mollifying explana- 
tion, prefacing it with the assurance that 
reither the United States weather bureau 
ner the individuaj reporter has any per- 
sonal mctives in the matter, and does not 
willfully distort or temper the weather 
rews. 

The situation 1s simply this: The state- 
ments found in the paper. regarding 
weather conditions are according to the 
official reports of the local United States 
bureau. It is needles3 to state that the 
official repcerts are reliable. That they 
sometimes seem to.vary from actual con- 
ditions is due to several causes. First, 
the standard thermometer at the weather 
bureau in the Prudential building is kept 
up on top of the roof. where it can get 
the actval temperature <f the circulat- 
ing air. It is protected from the sun by a 
cosy little latticed house which looks like 
a dove cote. Slats at the side shade it 
thcroughly, but allow the air free circu- 
lation around the thermometer. The tem- 
perature registered is that of the actual 
climatic condition, unaffected by exter- 
nal circumstances. On a hot day, for 
instarce, the pavements amd buildings in 
the street may hold the heat and radiate 
it to an increase of several degrees in 
the temperature. The official report takes 
no notice of this. In Kansas City recent- 
lv. when the weather bureau reached a 
temperature of 106, street thermometers 
stood as high as 116. 

Another thing that has a modifying 
effect is the humidity of the atmosphrre. 
When there is high per cent of humidity 
a day of comparatively mild temperature 
seems hot and oppressive. People keep 
cool ordinarily by the evaporation from 
the surface of the skin. This goes on 
rapidly when the air is dry, faster if it be 
in ecirculaticn, as in a breeze or by 
fanning. A thermometer, nowever, hav- 
ing no skin and no por:s, might be fanned 
all day long and it wouldn't drop a hair’s 
breacth. the actual air remains the 
same temperature, though its effect on 
the huimnman body is different when it cir- 
culates and when {ft is dry. 

Conversely, a high temperature may 
pess unnoticed so far as discomfort is 
concerned when there is little humidity. 
The dry air corstantly evaporates the 
insensible perspiraticn of the skin and 
pYople keep cool in spite of a high tem- 
perature. 

Another modifying point is that in re- 
cording temperatures the Urited States 
reports use round numbers, leaving off 


the fraction when following an even num- 
ber, increasing to the next number if an 
odd number: has a fraction. Thus, 97.5 
is recorded 98, while 96.5 would stand just 
o6. 

So, before roasting the weather ‘yreaw’ 
and the newspaper reporter, consult both, 
the temperature and the humidity. B-- 
sides, your peiticular office or desk may 
be in the hcttest spot in the state. Or 
you may have personal and individual 
reasons for feeling warm—around the col- 
lar or otherwise—and it may not be the 
weather's fault after all. E. McC. M.

ATLANTA, GA., August 5, 1901. 
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An Important Departure. 


The departure of the State Normal 
school in the establishment of a de- 
partment of domestic arts and sciences 
is one in line with the pending discus- 
sion upon the opening of new ave- 
nues of work to women. 

It must sound somewhat strange to 
be constantly referring to domestic 
service as a new avenue of work for 
women, since it has belonged to them 
from all time; but the conditions in 
the south by which such work became 
acceptable will be a sufficient explana- 
tion. 

It remained for a friendly stranger, 
Mr. George Foster Peabody, to recog- 
nize one of the methods by which the 
domestic field may again be sought 
by women. In providing a fund for the 
maintenance of the department of do- 
mestic arts and sciences Mr. Peabody 
has led in.a work as philanthropic as 
it is industrial. There can be no doubt 
but that no nation can thrive in which 
there is not employment for all of 
its people. Whenever, from whatever 
cause, large classes of the population 

feel a disinclination to accept that 
labor most convenient, it brings about 

a bad industrial condition. The same 

;proportion of women in the state of 
rgia have need of work in order to 

‘maintain themselves as is to be found 

in any other similar community. The 

failure of the women to be so em- 
ployed means the failure of one-half 
of the productive force of the people, 

‘and its influence must be felt to the 

detriment of those most concerned. 

Whatever prejudice has existed against 

‘domestic service has been slowly melt- 

jing away before the demands of ne- 

‘eessity. Necessity, after all, is an ex- 

acting master. 

. Georgia has enjoyed the credit of 

ever being foremost in the advance- 
ent of the condition of womanhood. 

e first college for women conferring 
rary degrees was established in this 

te, and by its influence did much 

to enthuse and instruct that splendid 
generation of women whose courage 
and loyalty during the war between 
-, the states has become historic. With 
| the changed conditions following, 

Georgia was not behind in recogniz- 

ing a change of tactics, and in the es- 

tablishment of the Normal and Indus- 

trial] institute at Milledgeville she did 

a work which will be colossal in its 

results. That work, however, can only 

be availed of by those in better circum- 
stances. It came in the nick of time 
, to assist those who are to be the mis- 
i tresses of the land, and in its ramifica- 
tions through students in every com- 
munity will produce marked improve- 
ment. Still the field was but barely 
touched. There remains that wider 
circle which must labor with its hands 
and this circle it is necessary to reach. 

The establishment of the domestic 

branch to the Athens Normal school 

helps to widen the influence in favor 
of work for women. The next step 
will be to make more practical the 
teaching in outr public schools.

Smoke frcm Santfago. 

Until it meets and concludes its work 
the naval board of inquiry to investi- 
gate the movements of Admiral Schley 
will claim greatest attention from the 
people. Just now they are concerned 
that the basis of the inquiry shall be 
as fair to Admiral Schley as it shall 
be just to the nation. 

There is one point of Secretary 
Long's precept to the board which has 
aroused considerable comment. Sec- 
tion 5 reads: 

5. The circumstances attending and the 
reasons for the disobedience of Commo- 
dore Schley of the orders of the depart- 
ment contained in its dispatch dated May 
25, 1898, and the propriety of his conduct 
in the premises. 

It will be observed that this section 
is scattering and broad, too general 
for a court of inquiry, expressing 
foregone opinion and wide enough t 
include a whole grab bag ful] of mis- 
cellaneous charges. 

Another incident connected with the 
charges is likely to have strong influ- 
ence. It is charged that the navy de- 
partment was in possession of a letter 
from Admiral Schley in regard to his 
movements off Cienfuegos, which would 
explain his conduct. In that was in- 
cluded a letter from Sampson, in com- 
mand of the fleet, im which he said: 

After duly considering this telegram 
I have decided to make no change in 
the present plan—that is, that you should 
hold your squadron off Cienfuegos. If 
the Spanish ships have put into Santiago, 
they must come either to Havana or Cien- 
fuegos to deliver the munitions of war 
which they are said to bring for use in 
Cuba. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
our best chances of success in capturing 
these ships will be to hold the two points 
—Cienfuegos and Havana—with all the 
force we can muster. If later it should 
develop that their vessels are at Santiago, 
we can then assemble off that port the 
ships best suited for the purpose and 
completely blockade it. Until we, then, 
receive more positive information, we 
shall continue to hold Havana and Cien- 
fuegos.

i. 
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Eccentricities of the Elements. 

The eccentricities of the elements 
during the present year are many and 
strange. Thus while the north, gen- 
erally regarded as the snow-bound re- 
gion of the union, was sweltering un- 
der torrid heats, in the south the peo- 
ple were enjoying balmy weather, 
summerlike, yet most delightful. With 
a forward season and sufficient sun, 
the crops of the south are from three 
weeks to a month behind, and even the 
peach crop has lingered at least ten 
days later than its usual time of ripen- 
ing. With the sun playing unheard of 
pranks along the northern river basin, 
the icebergs seem to have escaped its 
influence, with the result that trans- 
Atlantic ships are forced to steer from 
300 to 400 miles in a southerly direc- 
tion in order to avoid them. 

The coast of Newfoundland, for in- 
stance, is not only dotted with giant 
bergs, but it is also enveloped in fog. 
The Baltimore American tells of a 
steamer in port which encountered fog 
from England to the south of the New- 
foundland coast, and says further: 

Steamers arriving at New York and 
Philadelphia report icebergs 200 and 200 
feet high in™ the track of trans-Atlantic 
lines. No ice has been reported this month 
by Baltimore-bound steamers, as they 
have gone far out of their course to the 
southward to escape the mountains of 
frigidness. The Straits of Bell Isle, jead- 
ing to Montreal, are completely blocked 
with ice. One steamer was obliged to put 
about and around Cape Race. This means 
that the vessel had to go far to the svuth 
and circumnavigate the island of New- 
founmfland, necessitating steaming an ex- 
tra distance of 800 miles. An unknown 
three-masted steamer is reported fast in 
the ice floes. Another steamer was cauent 
in the ice off Cape Race at midnight. At 
daylight the captain could see nothing 
but icebergs as, far as the horizon in 
every direction. 

When an iceberg towers 200 or 30) feet 
above the sea it means that but cne- 
eighth of its tremendous bulk is exposed. 
A berg which rises 200 feet above tLe At- 
lantic has a bulk of 1,400 feet under the 
sea. Captains are giving icebergs ail the 
room they desire, as a collision would be 
as fatal as stiiking solid rock. Doubtless 
many steamers crossing the Atlantic, 
which never reached port and were iever 
heard of, crashed into these white moun- 
tains. Their proximity is generally indi- 
cated by a cooling of the atmosphere and 
the sea. but if the steamer and the wind 
are both approaching the ice during the 
night or in thick weather the danger may 
not be seen until too late. 

If this were a superstitious age,

Democrat is now fearful that follow- 
ing its example democrats will charge 
the result of crop failure to the ad- 
ministration instead of accepting it as 
a visitation of Providence. 

If the republicans were justified in 
seeking profit from the one condition, 
would not the democrats be equally 
justified in aecepting it from the oth- 
er? The attempt of The Globe-

Unable To Protect Itself. 


It would appear from the delay at- 
tending the trial of the men connect- 
ed with Captain Carter in robbing the 
government that there is a great deal 
of unnecessary red tape in enforcing 
the law. 

The prisoners arrested are citizens 
of the United States, living within its 
jurisdiction and actually present in 
court in one of the states. - The strange 
sight is presented of a United States 
district court sitting in Georgia be- 
ing defied in taking possession of an 
offender who is present in a district 
court in another state. If the guilty 
men had been living in England, they 
could have been followed by papers 
of extradition and brought back to 
Georgia by return ship. As it is, United 
States authority, as exercised in Geor- 
gia, is unequal to the task of secur- 
ing a prisoner from the same authority 
as exercised in New York. How it is 
that the same courts can play against 
each other is a puzzie which we must 
leave to lawyers. It would be idle for 
laymen to attempt to unravel it. 

Now an attempt is being made to 
locate some of the property hidden out 
by Captain Carter. ‘ The Baltimore 
American declares that this property 
is not nearly of so much importance 
as the punishment of the conspirators 
alluded to. ‘“‘T'wo or three men,” says 
The American, ‘‘are known to have 
obtained the lion’s share of Carter’s 
stealing. Their guilt was proved in 
Carter’s trial, their identity is known, 
their whereabouts is not a secret. Yet 
the government is compelled to confess 
it cannot punish them. Such a thing 
as an imaginary state line stands in 
the way. So long as these guilty ac- 
complices keep out of Georgia it ap- 
pears that there is neither law nor 
force enough to bring them to the bar 
of justice.”’ 

In the meantime the witnesses are 
dying. Captain Carter will have 
served his short sentence, and after 
a While the whole gang can gather on 
Coney island for a clam bake.

Professor Edwards is at Cornell do- 
ing advanced work in physics, the de- 
partment of which he will be chiefly in 
charge in the immediate future. 

Dr. H. V. Black is at Stevens insti- 
tute doing special work in analysis of 
Oils, fuels and gases, preparatory to 
his work in the new department of en- 
gineering chemistry. 

Dr. Ford is at his alma mater, the 
University of Wisconsin, at Madison, 
engaged in expert and commercial 
work in electrical engineering.

[OLD PULLEYS WILL’ SOON - 
BE THINGS OF THE PAST 


Worcester (Mass.) Spy: The steel and 
cast iron pulleys which are to be found 
wherever power is used in manufacturing 
are doomed to become obsolete if the re- 
Sults of scientific investigations which 
are now going on at Worcester Polytech- 
nic institute are of any weight to manu- 
facturers. The old style pulley will re- 
tire before a steel or wooden pulley with 
cork inserts which lessens the slipping 
of belts and economizes power. 

Professor Floyd Charles Furlow, of the 
experimental engineering department of 
the Georgia School of Technology, At- 
lanta, Ga., and Professor Charles M. Al- 
len, of Worcester Polytechnic institute, 
have been engaged for over a week at 
the engineering laboratory of the latter 
institution on a series of experiments by 
which the comparative economy of vari- 
ous methods of power transmission are 
being thoroughly and scientifically in- 
vestigated. 

The course of their investigations is 
being watched with interest by many of 
the most prominent manufacturers and 
engineers of this and other cities and the 
results already attained will be of the 
greatest value, especially in cotton mills 
and other’ manufacturing plants where 
the power is transmitted by the universal 
method of pulleys and belts. The objects 
of the experiments is to decide in a 
scientific and-practicable manner what 
materials are most economical to use 
in belts and pulleys. Professor Al- 
len has been working on the 
problem for some time anda has 
given it a great deal of thought. Pro- 
tessor Furlow is here to investigate the 
subject for his part of the country with 
a view of its special application to the 
cotton manufacturing industry in the 
seuth in which Georgia Polytechnic in- 
stitute is particulariy interested. 

The resuit of the preliminary experi- 
ments which have been in progress how 
for over a Week Nap itu eusc «eas _ 
tors to believe that a great many of the 
existing notions as to power transmission 
will be overthrown. 

This morning at 10 o’clock the profes- 
sors will give a public demonstration of 
the application ot power to pulleys with 
a comparison of the amount of power 
transmitted by different kinds of pulleys 
and belting. All who are interested in 
the subject are invited to be present. 

The work thus far has been mainly to 
get the apparatus in shape and to make 
the | a memes tests. The power is sup- 
plied from the engines of the laboratory, 
and is transmitted to an ordinary power 
shaft in main room of the laboratory. 
The success of the experiments depends 
entirely on the possibility of measuring 
the power absorbed. The pulley on the 
first power shaft is connected by belting 
with a second shaft, and the difference 
between the amount of power transmit- 
ted to the second shaft and the power 
received directly from the engines is the 
amount lost in transmission, the object 
of the experiments being to find what 
kind of pulley and belting loses the least 
power in transmission. 

The pulley which is almost universally 
used in large manufacturing plants is 
the ordinary steel or cast iron pulley, 
with which every one is familiar. ‘nis 
pulley is smooth and slippery and en- 
gineers are continually complaining of 
the belts slipping. There are _ several 
other kinds of pulleys which are used 
more or less and these are also experi- 
mented with. Among them are wooden 
pulleys, wooden pulleys with leather cov- 
erings, rubber covered pulleys and steel 
pulleys with airholes. 

The pulley, however, which the experi- 
ments have pointed out as the most 
economical is an ordinary’ steel pulley 
with cork inserts; that is, holes about 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter are 
made in the face of the pulley and the 
orifices are filled with cork, the cork 
projecting very slightly from the steel 
surface. This feature may also be added 
to wooden pullevs, and in fact, in the ex- 
periments both wooden and steel pulleys 
fitted with these cork inserts have been 
used, Professor Furlow said yesterday 
that the results obtained in the prelimi- 
nary experiments from the pulleys with 
cork inserts were 16 per cent better than 
from any other kind of pulley. 

It wiil be seen that the success and 
weight of ‘hese experiments depend en- 
tirely on the accuracy with which it is 
possible to meagure the power trans- 
mitted and the power absorbed, or in 
other words, the power availiable for man- 
ufacturing or other purposes, 

The measvring of the power which 
comes from the inain engine is compara- 
tively simple, and is done by a transmis- 
sion dynameter. he measuring of the 
power absorbed is a more complex matter. 
Until quite recently it was done by means 
of the Prony brake, the principle of which 
was friction. About a year ago George 
I. Alden, treasurer of the Norton Emery 
Wheel Company and the Plunger Ele- 
vator Company, perfected his invention 
of the Alden absorption dynameter, the 
rrinciple of which is hydraulic pressure, 
and which gives much more accurate re- 
sults than the Prony brake. This absorp- 
tion dynameter is attached to the second 
shaft and registers the amount of power 
transmitted by the belting. 

Another point which is being investi- 
gated is the proper amount of belt ten- 
sion necessary to give the best results. 
In many industries it is necessary to 
maintain the power at a uniform rate, 
otherwise the product is uneven. This is 
especially true in cotton mills, The pre- 
liminary experiments which will be re- 
peated this morning show that by using 
a cork insert pulley the belt tension may 
be reduced very low without the belt 
slipping. The apparatus by which belt 
tension is measured is the work of Pro- 
fessor Allen, and is simple enough in prin- 
ciple, though it required the utmost care 
and accuracy in setting up. The absorp- 
tion dynameter and driven pulley are 
swung on a frame made with rigid braces. 
From the top of the frame a strut, or 
iron bar, comes down to a platform scale. 
On the scale, directly under the strut, is 
placed an ordinary jack screw. By tight- 
ening the screw the frame is swung back- 
ward, thus increasing the belt tension to 
any desired amount. The tension is meas- 
ured by the scale. 

A third series of experiments will be 
made tomorrow on belting and rope 
drivers. A number of different kinds of 
belts have been procured from manufac- 
turing plants in the city and the economy 
and utility of each kind will be thorough- 
ly tested. 

The importance of these experiments 
has been recognized by many of the promi- 
inent machinists and manufacturers of 
the city who have visited the once and 
seen the work going on. Among the yis- 
itors expected today is Mr. Sherman, of 
Lowell, who is president of no less than 
eight cotton manufacturing concerns in 
New England, and is an important fac- 
tor in the cotton industry in the United 
States. Another person who has taken 
interest in the tests has been Charles H. 
Morgan, president of the Morgan Con- 
struction Company, who is one of the 
best authorities on machinery the 
country. 

Professor Furlow, when seen yesterday 
by a reporter for The Spy, talked inter- 
estingly of his college, Georgia Polytech- 

institute, which was founded ten 
years ago and was modeled directely after 
Worcester Tech. It was started and has 
been maintained by the state, which sent 
a delegation of the trustees to Worcester 
to investigate the school here. They were 
so well pleased that they built the Geor- 

a institution on the same line. Milton 

. Higgins, now president of the Norton 
Emery Wheel Company and Plunger Ele- 
vator Company, then a professor in Tech, 
went to Georgia and superintended the be- 
ginning of the new college. 

Georgia polytechnic institute or Georgia 
School of Technology, as is its proper ti- 
tle. now has 600 students and gives four 
degrees, but it stil} follows the path laid 
out for it by the Worcester college, and 
is glad to acknowledge its debt to its 
alma mater. 

‘Professor Furlow mentioned the new 
polytechnic institute which Andrew Car- 
negie has donated to Pittsburg and which 
is to be modeled after Worcester Poly- 
technic institute as another example of 
the far-reaching influence which a first 
rate school has, 

Professor Furlow said that he was first 
led to take a more than ordinary interest 
in the question of power transmission by 
his experiences In the class room when 
he was teaching that subject. He found 
questions continually coming up which 
none of the textbooks answered ans for 
which no answers had ever been given 
except theoretically. Besides this, power 
transmission is a great problem in the 
cotton industry, and Georgia School of 
Technology has a cotton manufacturing 
plant among its buildings which has re- 
ceived over $9,000 in donations from New 
England cotton manufacturers. 

The present experiments will take about 
a week longer for completion and then 
Professor Furlow goes to New York to 
investigate the processes of ice making 
at the works of the United States Ice Ma- 
chine Company which bas recently given 
an.tee makine nlant to the Georeia school. 

Professor Furlow wil! continue to study 
the same subject on 2 visit to the refrieer-

THE FOREIGN EXCHANGES 


Berlin, August 4—The new German 
tariff bill did not have a marked in- 
fluence upon the boerse last week, oper- 
ators believing that many of the worst 


features would be modified. Ocean trans- 
portation shares, however, weakened. 
The general tone of the market con- 
tinues exceedingly heavy and marked by 
shert selling. The shorts took advan- 
tage of the heavy unfavorable rumors 
regarding various companies to beat 
down values, and in this they were as- 
sisted by the publication of numerous 
balance sheets, which supplied adequate 
information about the financial condition 
of the companies involved. 

“A fatalistic tone possesses the boerse,”’ 
says the Frankfurter Zeitung, ‘‘which 
makes an exceedingly despondent im- 
pression and augurs much evil.’”’ 

The monthly settlement, while passing 
off easily so far as the money market 
is concerned, has revealed an unexpect- 
edly large short interest; and this dis- 
covery has been followed by a gloomy 
feeling. The Vossische Zeitung begins 
its weekly review in this fashion: 

“The physiognomy of the boerse grows 
more gloomy from week to week and the 
general business situation becomes more 
and more threatening.”’ 2 

The feeling is evidently growing that 
much rottenness still remains to be un- 
covered. Commenting upon this phe- 
nomenon, the Frankfurter Zeitung says: 

“It is high time that the game of hide 
and seek were stopped and that we 
should honestly and frankly uncover the 
weak points in each company. Absolute 
openness is necessary to a gradual re- 
turn of confidence.’’ 

The weakest spot in the market was 
bank stock, owing to the difficulty of 
various institutions. The leading attack 
was upon the national bank of Germany, 
and the attack upon the Breslau Dis- 
conto bank was scarcely less vigorous. 
The shares of both institutions fell sharp- 
ly owing to their financial relations with 
the Allgemeine Deutsche Kleinbahn Ge- 
sellschaft, which confesses itself unable 
to meet its interest obligations. This and 
other recents events, it is admitted, re- 
veal the evils of the German system of 
financing industrial companies by banks. 
The Vossiche Zeitung today confesses 
that the evil gradually assumed ‘quite 
a dangerous form.”’ 

The only strength of the market was 
in domestic government funds, which ad- 
vanced more sharply than during any 
previous week of the year. Canadians 
developed great strength, rising all the 
week. Chinese also were active and ad- 
vancing. 

The ease of the money market in- 
creases. Lenders are seeking for bor- 
rowers. The private rate of discount fell 
all the week, reaching 2 1-8 per cent yes- 
terday. In sympathy with this foreign 
exchange became very firm. 

The jron sitvation grows visibly xorse.

They Jostle and Curse Foreigners in 
the Streets. 


DEFENSES OF THE LEGATIONS 


Brick Walls Fifteen to Twenty Feet 
High Built Around Them—They 
Are Loopholed for Rifles. 


Pekin, August 4.—American and Euro- 
pean residents say that the demeanor oi 
the Pekin populace is constantly becom- 
ing mere unfriendly, and that as the 
allied troops depart the Chinese resume 
their old habits of jostling and cursing 
foreigners in the streets. The legation 
defenses are now approaching completion. 
Generally speeking, they ccnsist of brick 
walls from fifteen to twenty feet high 
and from three to four feet thick, loop- 
holed for rifles. ii 

The ministers of the powers ignored 
the plan for a uniform system of defense 
submitted by the generals, and conse- 
quently the governments are working in- 
dependently, 

It is the pelicy of the ministers to av»id 
conspicuous works of defense, lest these 
should prove an irritant, provoking in- 
stead of preventing hostilities. Most of 
the engineers have raised stronger de- 
fenses than the ministers will sanction. 
Major Edgar B. Robertson, of the Ninth 
infantry, who commands the United 
States legation guard, has written to Mr. 
Rockhill to protest against what he calls 
the “defenseless position of our lega- 
tion,’’ representing that it is exposed to 
attack on four sides. Mr. Rockhill has 
replied that it is not intended to main- 
tain a fortress, but merely a wail for 
protection against unexpected mob vio- 
lence. The wall is made of brick, out of 
deference to Chinese pride. 

The French and Italians still remain 
here. The non-fulfillment of the agree- 
ment to evacuate public places in a fort- 
night causes some inconvenience to the 
military autherities. Only the German 
barracks have been completed. The 
French barracks have hardly been begun, 
The troops are grumbling over being com- 
pelled to give up comfortable quarters 
end to find temporary camps.

Another Negro Put to Death by Mob 
at Carrollton, Miss. 


FOUND DEAD IN PUBLIC ROAD 


l Will Price’s Body Discovered—Had 


Rope Around Neck, but Negro 
Was Shot to Death. 


New Orleans, La., August 4.—The Pica- 
yune’s Carrollton, Miss., special says: 

“The armed mob which has been in the 
Taliaferro neighborhood for two days 
looking for Sallie Layton and others some 
time during last night killed Will Price, 
the negro who worked for Mr. Tallaferro 
and lived within 200 yards of his resi- 
dence. He was found dead in the road on 
Mr. Duke's place this morning some dis- 
tance from any trees or anything to 
which to hang any one with a rope 
around his neck and mutilated by gun 
shots. Esquire John Irving held an in- 
quest over the body. The verdict was

Five O’Clock Yerba Mates. 


The Lancet: A cherished British insti- 
tution is, it seems, in danger if not of 
aboliticn, at all events of considerable, 
ani possibly of fundamental, modifica- 
tion. “At the ‘5 o’clock’”’ says Dr. Dedet 
in The Archives de Medicine Navale for 
June, “the American herb mate is about 
to become the substitute of tea, or of all 
other refreshing beverages.’’ How and 
when the popular refection known as “Sd 
o’clock tea’”’ first came into vogue is not 
fo clear as might, perhars, be expected. 

However this may be, Dr. Dedet desires 
to sound a note of warning before the 
substitution which he announces shall 
have become an irrevocable fact. It was 
in 1874, while serving in the French navy, 
that he made the acquaintance of mate 
for ths first time. His ship was sta- 
tioned at Montevideo, and in the salons 
cf that lively South American city it was 
then usual to inhale the vapor of a sim- 
mering infusion of the leaves from a 
bombilla or narrow-mouthed vessei 
through a tube ending in a ygglobular 
mouthpiece, The apparatus apparentiy 
circulated amidst the company from 
mouth to mouth, just as the pipe of peace 
used to circulate when the red Indian 
braves were assembled in conclave. 

At that time mate was unknown in 
Evrope, even 88 a medicament, but since 
then, according to Dr. Dedet, it has be- 
come known as a first-class cardia? 
tonic, with possibly febrifuge qualities as 
well. An analysis made by M. D. Parodi 
shows that in 1,000 parts of yerba mate 
(ilex paraguayensis) there are forty of 
caffetannic acid, seven cf caffeine, with 
cmaller quantities »>f resin, fat and es- 
gential oil. In people who suffer from 
fiseased kidneys the employment of mate 
is likely to give rise to haermaturia. “I 
think,’’ says Dr. Dedet, in conclusion, 
“that like coffee, tea, etc., yerba mate 
should be interdicted in rsons Winx. * 
kidneys are defective. If this plant should 
enter further into European alimentation 
cases in support of mire will no doubt 
be recorded.” mS

Hammond before the chamber of com- 
merce in New York city a number of 
years ago. This occurrence is still fresh 
in the minds of many Georgians. An ef- 
fort was made by Georgia’s fiscal agent 
in New York to have the bonds of Geor- 
igia listed on the stock exchange in the 
northern capital... Henry Clews, one of 
the holders of the repudiated bonds, and 
others connected with the matter, fought 
this effort, on the ground that as unre- 
deemed bonds were still out against the 
‘ptate, Georgia securities should not oc- 
\cupy a place on the list of the exchangs. 

mmond and Lochrane’s Addresses. 
_ Colonel Hammond was employed as 
counsel for the state, and Judge Loch- 
rane represented Clews and those asso- 
ciated with him in the opposition. Judge 
Lochrane won his suit, and the bonds 
were not placed on the exchange list. 

After many efforts in this directidn the 
lstate librarian succeeded in getting cop- 
‘les of these two addresses. They were in 
‘pamphlet form as printed shortly after 
ithe addresses were delivered. This was 
‘the last bit of the evidence secured by 
‘Mr. Brown, and when it came into his 
possession the other matter was in the 
‘hands of the printer.

COUNCIL HAS A BUSY 
SESSION MAPPED OUT 


A Nuamber of Important Matters Are 
Scheduled To Be Considered 
and Disposed of During the 
Meeting To Be Held 
This Afternoon. 


Many and varied are the matters that 
are to come up for the consideration of 
council this afternoon. Franchise affairs 
will doubtless consume a large part of the 
meeting, and it is highly probable that 
the session will lap over into the evening. 
Also it may be that all fhe business can- 
not be disposed of in one day and this 
fact would necessitate an adjourned ses- 
sion of the body. All this, of course, will 
ldepend flargely upon ithe number and 
length of the speeches that members of 
council m&y feel moved to make. 

Naturally a great amount of interest is 
being felt in the final disposition of the 
paper designed to grant the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company an extension of its For- 
rest avenue line on the Boulevard. It 
may be remembered that the franchise 
had the twenty-one-year amendment tack- 
ed to it in the aldermanic board on July 
18, and consequently the paper is now be- 
fore council for concurrence by that body 
in the changes made. 

It is also quite probable that council 
will not vote to concur and in that -vent 
it will be in order to appoint a conference 
committee, composed of the aldyrmanic 
board and council, the duty of whith will 
be to reconcile matters, if possible. There, 
is a strong feeling among members of 
council, it is said, agatnst the twenty-oxe- 
year limit to this franchise, and it is b¥- 
lieved that council as a body will not fae 
vor the action of the aldermanic board. 


with reference to taxation on gross re- 
cepts was added to the franchise by a 
unanimous vote of the board. This amend- 
ment will probably not come in for the 
same amount of attention as the twenty- 
one-year clause. The Rapid Transit com- 
pany, by its president, has placed council 
On notice that the franchise could not 
beaccepted with a 3 1-8-cent fare condi 
tion nor with the short time limit. 


Company Won’t Accept. 


The company says it cannot build with 
those restrictions and citizens of the 
fourth ward have already brought con- 
siderable pressure to bear to have the 
grant made for the unexpired term of the 
Forrest avenue franchise, which is about 
forty-eight years. Members of the fourth 
Ward contmittee and residents and prop- 
erty owners of that section of the city will 
doubtless attend the meeting of council 
to see what is done about the matter. 

At a former meeting of the aldermanic 
board an amendment carrying with it the 
3 1-3-cent fare stipulation was adopted, 
but before the next session of tiie body 
the fourth ward committee had secured 
the signatures of eleven members of cuun- 
cil to a petition calling upon the alder- 
men to rescind their action in passing 
this amendment. The paper had been 
held up for two weeks on a notice of a 
motion to reconsider, and at the last 
meeting in July the former action was 
reconsidered and the amendment killed. 

The argument advanced against the 
amendment was that it would prevent the 
company from building the extension on 
the Boulevard, as the franchise with the 
restricted fare clause would not be ac- 
cepted. The same, so the company de- 
clares, is true of the twenty-one-year 1re- 
striction. The battle—probably a repeti- 
tion of the one which occurred early in 
the spring—will be fought again over this 
short term amendment. 

During that same meeting the physical 
connection asked for by the Atlanta Fail- 
way and Power Company on Euclid ave- 
nue, Pryor street and at other points 
Were passed upon favorably, but with the 
amendment as to taxation on gross re- 
ceipts. Council will also be called on to 
approve or disapprove the changes thus 
made in the aldermanic board. 


- Will Demand Investigation. 


The fact that Alderman Pierce intends 
introducing a resolution today calling up- 
on the grand jury to make an investiga- 
tion of the alleged insinuation of irregu- 
larities in municipal affairs, will add zest 
to a meeting which will prove interest- 
ing no matter from what viewpoint it is 
observed. 

To a reporter for The Constitution Dr. 
Pierce last evening said he wouid ask 
the city attorney to prepare a suitable 
resolution this morning that it might be 
introduced during the session. 

“Tl am thoroughly in earnest about this 
matter,’’ said Alderman Pierce, “and I 
shall ask council to pass the resolution.

The resolution will certainly prove a 
feature of the session this afternoon, and 
may bring on some warm talk from mem- 
bers of council. 

Fight on Trash Boxes. 

Tt is understood that a fight will be 
made on the waste paper boxes in coun- 
cil today. The board of health took this 
matter up some weeks ago when a resolu- 
tion declaring the »oxes a nuisance was 
adopted. This resolution carried with it 
the stipulation that the boxes be re- 
moved from the street corners. 

At the meeting of the board last Fri-

Mysterious Affair That Dis- 
tresses Boy's Relatives and 
Puzzles Police, 


WAS HE KIDNAPED 
LIKE BASS FRASER 2 


Started Home from the Y. M. C. A., 
but Never Reached His Desti- 
mation — Was a Boy 
Without Any Evil 
Habits. 


In a manner that mystifies his relatives 
and friends and that has so far baffled 
the skill of the police, Arthur Strickland, 
the 15-year-old son of a widow who re- 
sides at No. 22 Broyles street, disappeared 
Saturday night and nothing can be 
learned of his whereabouts. 

The boy went to the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association Saturday evening and 
left there at 9 o’clock to return home. 
That is the last trace that can be found 
of him. 

So steady has he been in his duties, 
so careful not to do anything to distress 
his widowed mother and so regular in 
habits, that no one who knows him can 
be induced to believe that he has pur- 
posely absented himself from his home. 

Never before has he stayed away from 
his family without telling them where 
he was going and how long he would re- 


main. 

Working hard during the day he has 
been trying to educate himself by attend- 
ing night school. His visits to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association were about 
all the recreation he enjoyed. 

Friends and neighbors speak of him as 
@ most exemplary youth and one entirely 
without any of the evil habits of most 
boys of his age. 

All of this makes the disappearance of 
Arthur Strickland a most mysterious af- 
fair. 

It Is a Bass Frasier Case. 

Is this a second Bass Fraser kidnaping 
affair? The police are asking that ques- 
tion and there seems to be much ground, 
they say, for such a supposition. 

Here is a lad at the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association whose character 1s 
above reproach. He is trusted implicitly 
by those who know him. He leaves at 
an early hour, telling his associates that 
he is going straight home. He never 
reaches his destination. All night long 
his anxious brothers and his distressed 
mother watch for his return and the 
morning comes and the Sabbath passes 
and still he does not come back. 


No Trace Can Be Found. 


A most thorough and diligent search 
has been made for the boy, but not a 
single trace of him has been found. The 
police have not the slightest clew by « 
which to locate his whereabouts. , It 
looks as if Arthur Strickland may never 
again be found, just as was the case with 
the Technological student. 

He has several brothers in the city and 
they have left nothing undone by which 
they might find the lost 1ad. All Satur- 
day night and all Sunday they kept up 
the search, but in vain. — 

There was not the slightest cause for 
his wishing to leave his home. He has 
always worked and was apparently hap- 
py and contented. 

The police are working on the kidnap- 
ing theory and today a fresh start will 
be made and city detectives will follow 
up the case with a hope of finding some 
sort of a clew to give them a chance of 
locating the lost boy.

Editor Constitution: Your paper has ever 
been ready to aid the farmers in obtaining 
good prices for their cotton in the past and 
we have full faith that you will continue the 
good work, therefore, through your columns 
I want to speak to your thousands of readers 
on the importance of united action to obtain 
fair and renumerative prices for our cotton. 

Farmers as a rule are a social people and 
belleve in the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man; that the earth was made 
for all men to till and enjoy the fruit thereof. 

We are the most unsuspicious people on the 
top side of this globe. We dream not that 
some are uritighteous among us, and we ove?- 
look that part of the Good Book which tells us 


“to watch as well as pray.”’

Now, if that be true, there should 
be no poverty in this land; and again, if it be 
true, some have more than their share, for all 
wealth in its originality comes from the soil, 
end those who till the soil are not rich but 
they should be independent and comfortable.

We produce all of the vital- 
izing crops of the world, and no other part 
of the world can compete with us in growing 
cotton. India, Egypt and most all other coun- 
tries that attempt to grow cotton do it by 
irrigation. But here we have the early and 
the later rains, and nature has fixed it that 
the great south shall clothe the world. We 
fear no competition from any of them. As to 
Russia, we taught her all she knows about 
cotton culture in the years of 1886 and 1888. 
We taught her well, too. She has to import 
her seed every year and depends largely on ir- 
rigation, consequently she will not cut much 
of a figure in the production of this stapie. 

So you see we have a monopoly on this most 
wonderful crop. No other crop can compare 
with it. No crop has, after it is harvested so 
long a life. Properly cared for we believe it 
will kecp fitty years. It aas been xept thirty 
or more years and then spun and woven as 
last year’s cotton. It bears transportation 
with less loss and less risk than any other 
procuct that clothes or feeds man. Together 
with this great staple, we grow the other two 
vitalizing crops to perfection, viz: Corn and 
wheat. 

Then, why should we not be the wealthiest 
and most prosperous people on this globe? 

There is but one reason. We are not or- 
ganized. Farmers are like sheep—one wolf 
can scatter the whole flock, and one shrewd 
spectator will scatter a hundred farmers. We 
ere all at rea—each on his own plank at the 
mercy of the waves and the sharks. We 
should put our planks together and make 
a ship strong enough to ride the waves and 
land us into the haven of rest.

Ory at the Baptist church at Itta Bena, 
Miss. : 

His text was from I Cor. |. 2. 

There is a diversity of opinions today 
as to who are really members of the 
{church and its design, but a strict in- 
. terpretation of the Sacred Seriptures will 
make both plain, and by them alone 
should such a question be decided. 

The subject then divides itself into two 
parts: 

I. Those who comprise the church. 

First we notice those who comprise the 
church. In our text we have three terms 
used to designate the same thing. (1) 
The church of God. The word church 
translated literally means called out, and 
to use it in that sense now would seem 
only to do justice to God's word. The 
Same word is used for assembly, which 
would not necessarily convey any ‘spe- 
Cial idea, but ‘‘call out’’ conveys the idea 
of God's work of grace in separating us 
from the world. 

Our Master says His disciples “are not 
of the world.”’ 

The apostle represents them as being 
called out from all manner of evil life, 
to serve the living God. (Heb. iii, 1). 
“Partakers of a heavenly calling.”’ These 
ere holy and are called of God, and not of 
men, as some practice. 

(2) “Sanctification in Christ Jesus.” 

does not mean that they have reach- 
ed a state of perfection. The real true 
sneaning seems to be that of hallowed, 
consecrated. 

Now it is held by some that the word 
here simply means to set apart. Well, 
it might mean that if it did not mean 
something else. : 

The word is sometimes used in that 
Sense, and it is used by the 70 who 
translate qg Hebrew word that means set 
apart; but it is also used by the same 
for a Hebrew word which means to puri- 
fy inwardly. So, then, because it is used 
in the sense of setting apart is no argu- 
ment that it does not mean to make 
pure. 

Sanctify here means that work of the 
spirit upon the soul that places it in a 
State of salvation. 

Again the word used is a perfect par- 
ticiple, which represents the idea as 
completed and as having been done by 
zome one else. 

Now the time of the participle and the 
Bubject that received the action is evi- 
dence sufficient to show that the lan- 
Guage is addressed to believers—those 
who believe for themselves. They are 
more than called ouk and set apart, 
They aré really hallowed and have a vi- 
‘tal connection with Christ. 

Another proof: This work is done in 
. Christ Jesus. By the action of the spirit 
. ‘we are made new creatures in Christ. 
The world has not received the spirit, 
and, therefore, is not in Christ. 

(3) “Called Saints.”’ 

The “called saints is the same as the 
church of God,” and “sanctified in Christ 
‘Jests.’” 

Our common version has it called to be 
Saints, the “‘to be’’ is no+ in the original; 
to accept our translations would make it 
appear that they will be saints in the 
future. The called saints convey the 
idea that in the act of God’s calling, 
which was effective in their case, they 
became holy. ‘“‘Not Saints,” but saved 
by grace. 

All these terms simply express the 
same idea, and we have seen that the 
two preceding are explicitly clear as to 
the condition of the soul, and hence this, 
also. . 

There are saints today in the same 
manner as then, and it ig so by having 
been placed in vital connection with 
Christ Jesus through the action of the 
spirit the same word here as in sanctify 
is used. e 
‘ Many error.eous interpretations arise 
from not first understanding the use of 
words and their exact meaning in differ- 
ent places. 

The vessels were set apart or sanctified. 
They, of course, could not receive spir- 
itual purification, but did receive ceremo- 
nial purification. Nothing was used for 
holy purposes unless ceremoniously made 
pure. When we are set apart it is by 
God's Spirit, and God’s Spirit makes gpir- 
itually clean.

1.To edify. One object of the church is 


to edify. By no means would I urge that 
this is the chlofest object because first 
mentioned, yet without this I am sure its 
other designs would effect nothing, and 
the nucleus which exists would fall to 
pieces and would pass out of existence 
as did some of the churches of Asia Mi- 
nor to which John wrote. It is essential- 
ly necessary that the member of a church 
strive to build up each other spiritually 
and morally. Their growth depends upon 
this. To be called of God and sanctified 
in Christ Jesus is not enough: that is 
God’s work in a Christian and it is ever- 
lasting work. 

The church has the means now if used 
to build it up in morals, sanctification 
and Christian experience. This can be 
done by assembling for worship in a spir- 
itual frame of mind. To assemb!é for 
worship has a tendency to draw the mind 
in from the world and place it upon spir- 
itual and heavenly things. An exhorta- 
tion from each other to a higher plane 
of Christian living, to instrmict and to be 
instructed from God's word increases 
knowledge of God and it all will be help- 
ful to the building up of a better Chris- 
tian life. 

Apollas was edified by Aquilla and Pris- 
cilla, who gave him a more perfect knowl- 


| edge of the way of the Lord. Nothing is 


ever lost, but much is gained by godly 
counsel. 

-It has been said that when a man went 
and heard Mr. Spurgeon preach he always 
went away determined to live a better 
life. 

I have seen men leave God's house de- 
termined to know more about Him and 
do more for Him after hearing the eter- 
nal truth preached. : 

2. Manifest Christ. The church is to 
manifest Chrict into the world, but with- 
out proper edification it will be weak 
manifestation. Being edifled in Christ, 
God was manifested unto the the world 
through Christ. Christ says “he that hath 
seen (Me hath seen the Father.’’ Christ 
is mystically in the church and it is im- 
perative upon the church that the effects 
of Christ’s indwelling shall be clearly 
shown. When a church falis to manifest 
Christ unto the world it has left off one 
of the paramount objects of its mission. 
Cne of this character will become spirit- 
ually-stagnated and will be infested with 
the germs of spiritual death. 

Merchants have what is called opening 
days that they may exhibit their goods. 
The church should have nothing but open- 
ing days. 

At the world’s fair the United States 
exposition was so arranged that her in- 
dustries were well understood. The 
church should so manifest Christ that His 
Civine nature and character cannot be 
misunderstood. 

Let the world take knowledge that the 
church has been with Jesus. 

8. Give the gospel unto the lost. 

Man is by nature a sinner and in dan- 
ger of eternal ruin. This doctrine is not 
a popular one. Men do not like to hear 
it. They prefer to listen to something 
beautiful which pleases the ear rather 
than face the stern Bible facts. He is a 
sinner and already condemmed and pun- 
ishment awaits him. 

This leads me to say that the gospel 
is the ordained means for bringing men 
to Christ and lifting them from under 
condemnation where the curse of sin has 
placed them. 

Some hold that whatever religion a 
country has that religion is best for that 
country. This is the doctrine of men 
and not of Christ. If the church has 
nothing better for the lost nations it 
had better leave them as they are. 
‘‘There is none other name given under 
heaven whereby we must be saved,” is 
spoken of Christ. I shall speak of one 
other feature and ther I am through. 
Churches are composed of believers in 
Christ, and it was through His gospel 
these knew of Him and believed in Him. 
It is to His church he has committed 
the preaching of the gospel. 

There are benighted souls lost in sin 
deprived of the light of the eternal truth. 
Some have never heard the good news. 
Sin runs rife in their lives, and souls are 
going down in darkness and dread de- 
spair. The duty of the church is to carry 
them the good news and displace the 
darkness with the light. 

We are not called out and sanctified in 
Christ Jesus for naught. Beautiful, glo- 
rious and beneficial is the work that lies 
at the door of the church. The benighted 
souls needing the light of God’s eternal 
truth to lead them from the blinds of sin. 
The church has it—shall it give it to 
them? 

Our Master says go, preach, teach and 
baptize. ‘‘He that believeth on me and is 
baptized shall be saved, and he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned.”’ 

They cannot believe on Him of whom 
they have not heard. “Church of God, 
awake, arise"’’

Death of May Gifford. 

May Arline, the 19-months-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Gifford, died at 
their home at Hapeville yeeterday — 
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FIRST BAPTIST. 
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Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, of Richmond, Va., 
who filled the pulpit at the First Baptist 
church, preached @ sermon of remarkable 
strength to a large and appreciative audi- 
ence. He took his text from Matthew 
v. 3: “Blessed are the pure in heart, for 
they shall see God,” and began by giving 
an explanation of what was meant by 
seeing God. “Sight is the principal sense 
by which certitude is established, so by 
seeing God we mean that we shall be 
certain of His existence. If a child see- 
ing the moon rise in splendor should run 


to its mother afd say that it had seen 
God, the mother would not rebuke the 
child nor be afraid of idolatry on the 
child’s part. As the child is certain of 
the presence of the moon in the heavens 
so’ as the intellect grows with advancing 
years the child will become certain of the 
existence of the Almighty God is a 
spirit and as a spirit is invisible, but there 
is no term which will express—a convic- 
tion of his existence in the spiritual form 
which will have any meaning for human 
beings, so the scripture writer was obliged 
to use the words which would express his 
ideas to his readers. So a large part of 
the Bible is figurative, but it is all true, 
When men become sceptical as to the au- 
thority of the scriptures and as to the 
existence of the living God the trouble 
can always be found in the men. If is 
not in the Bible. Some secret sin will 
often account for the unbelief of those 
who have professed to be Christians. No 
man can expect to see who puts a band- 
age over his eyes so no man can expect 
to see God clearly who is constantly com. 
mitting some sin which, although he may 
hide it from his fellows, is known to the 
Author of all things. All down the ages 
there have been men who have seen God; 
Enoch walked with Him, Abraham talked 
with Him, Moses saw Him face to face 
on Sinai and Moriah, Peter and his as- 
sociates saw Him on Hermon, Paul saw 
Him when caught up to the third heaven 
and must have had a clear vision of Him 
while writing Timothy in the Philippian 
prison; Luther saw Him when he caught 
the spirit of the sentence, ‘The just shall 
live by faith,’ and countless thousands 
who have obeyed His word have seen 
Him while in His service. So you and I 
may see Him if we love and obey Him 
and walk from day to day in the path 
that has been set for us.’’ 

Dr, Hawthorne will occupy the pulpit of 
the First Baptist the remainder of the 
month while the pastor, Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum, is away on his vacation. 
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The pastor, Rev. John E. White, an- 
nounced a series of Sunday morning ser- 
mons for the month of August on ‘The 
Christian’s Noble Profession.”’ 

A large congregation heard the first 
of these yesterday morning, the text be- 
ing Phillipilans iff, 14: ‘“‘The high calling 
in Christ Jesus.’’ 

“To see a great assemblage of men,” 
sald Dr. White, ‘‘of the same profession, 
whether lawyers, physicians or teachers, 
is an impressive spectacle. There is a 
more impressive scene than that. It is 
the Christian’s noble profession—one 
Lord, one faith, one hope—gathered to- 
gether this morning for worship. Some 
hundreds here, some thousands in the 
city, some tens of thousands in Georgia, 
some millions in the world. Does it not 
seem that they would be irresistible in 
‘the accomplishment of the purposes for 
which that profession has its existence? 
Does it not appear easily possible that 
they should take the world for their lead- 
er? It does, indeed. But there is in the 
world, as there is in Georgla, as there 
is in Atlanta and ae there is in this con- 
gregation, one fatal element of weakness, 
It is that very many, perhaps a majority, 
who are regularly enrolled as members of 
this profession have not that high notion 
of their calling as Christians which would 
give their Christianity the stubborn dig- 
nity, the invincible aggression which is 
needed to make the religion of Christ a 
resistless power in the conquest of the 
world. 

“Paul’s words suggest the needed con- 
ception of the Christian profession. . He 
calls it ‘the high calling.’ To ‘be a Chris- 
tlan ig not a little thing—a ceremony, an 
enrollment of a name. It {fs the profound- 
est dignity possible for qa man. It is, in- 
deed a noble profession and worthy of 
incomparable regard both by those who 
are in it and those who ought to be. 

“First. It is a noble calling, because it 
is a@ most ancient one. Men attach value 
to that quality. ‘How old is your order?’ 
is one of our first questions. The Chris- 
tian’s {s the oldest of callings. Its found- 
er was at the creation and before it. 
Do you read of most remote happenings, 
Christ was there. ‘He was in the world 
and the world was made by Him, but the 
world knew Him not,’ 

“It is a high calling because its origin 
was in the realm of highest authority 
and power. Professions boast of their 
earliest leaders—astronomers of Caper- 
nicus, physicians of Aescapulous, poets 
of Homer, architects of Sostratus: the 
Christian rests his dignity on God. His 
is a solid profession. Underneath it are 
the everlasting arms. 

“Second. Because it seeks the noblest 
ehds. Other professions are crowded with 
self-seekers after fame or wealth. But 
the Christian profession seeks the service 
of others. Its dream is a redeemed broth- 
erhood. Whatever mars the soul it ex- 
ists to destroy. There are no words to 
express the high estate of holiness and 
happiness into which it seeks to bring 
humanity. 

“Finally it invokes and puts to task 
the utmost powers of soul, mind and 
body. That is not a great calling that 
is easy to enter or easy to fulfill. The 
great callings are those that call out su- 
premest capabilities of heart and mind. 
what you may be, it commands to the 
Christian’s in this respect? It !nvolves* 
the consecration of all talent, latent or 
developed; not only what you are, but 
what you may be it commands to the 
altar. It draws the capacities of the 
soul and attunes it to a heavenly note. 
It affords an arena for the working of 
mighty intellects. It creates opportunity 
for the highest heroism. It may not take 
much of a man to be a Christian, but 
it takes all there is of him. Let us be done 
with the idea that it Is an easy thing to 
be a true Christian. It is not. It re- 
quires a soldier’s valor, a sailor’s dar- 
ing, a martyr’s courage, @ laborer’s toil, 
a sentinel’s watchfulness, the insight of 
a philosopher, the vision of a seer, the 
candor of a historian, the patience of an 
astronomer, the {imagination of a poet and 
the faith of a child. The man who wants 
relief from burden, freedom from cares, 
escape from obligation should not enter 
the Christian’s noble profession. The 
Christian stands under the heaviest shad- 
ows. -He is appointed to the most tre- 
mendoues responsibilities. The torrent of 
a whole world’s sorrow rushes at his 
heart. The weight of a whole world’s 
spiritual gloom rests on his soul, The 
-yast will and plan of God for the con- 
quest of an unbelieving and rebellious 
world is in the commission he bears. This 
is a sublime calling—a grand and awful 
profession."'

I wou!d that 
in some barbaric region these advocates 
rright try their experiment of living with- 
out church, but they have not done so and 
dare not do so; they prefer to attack that 
which is built. Shipwrecked men have 
thanked God when finding themselves 
cast ashore. They have seen men 
assembling beneath the spire of a lowly 
church. The blessed Christ said: ‘On this 
rock will I build My church and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it.’ Let 
us, you and I, build not for today, nor 
tomorrow, but for eternity.”

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At Merritts Avenue church the pastor, 
Rev. R. F. Eakes, preached at the morn- 
ing hour his first sermon after an ab- 
sence of some weeks. His text was 
Isaiah xxxiv. 8: “And an highway shall 
be there, and a way, and it shall be 
called the way of holiness; the unclean 
shall not pass over it.” 

He said, substantially: 

“The prophet of old made hard things 
easy by the glories foretold. We bear 
the paing and ills we have because we 
look upon it all as fleeting and rest upon 
the great hope and the great promises 
given to us. The highway made ‘by the 
victorious leader through the waste 
places is but the foretype of the Christ 
now so plain to men, 

“Today we live in the King’s highway 
of holiness. We see clearly the way in 
its safety: the wayfaring man, though a 
fool. need not err therein. When we be- 
lieve and know that Jesus Christ was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of 
the Virgin Mary, that He was crucified, 
dead and buried and rose again the third 
day and ascended into heaven and sitteth 
at the right hand of God, the Father 
Almighty—then we May believe and know 
the miracles He wrought are within His 
power. 

“The raising of Lazarus, the recalling 
from death of the son of the widow of 
Nain, the awaking of the daughter of 
Jairus. the feeding of multitudes, the 
relief of all manner of disease and suf- 
fering in compassion for man, come eas- 
ily within the certitudes. We can invest 
Him with all power and see Him as 
the way of peace and safety. 

“The way is a clean one. No unholy 
thing may go upon it. We cannot carry 
there our unseemly ambitions, our pride, 
our sin and guilt and@ our selfishness; we 
must go garbed as did the Christ who 
first walked and established it there. 
We must be clad in a full purpose to do 
God's will and walk His way, ready to 
do His eall and bidding. We must be 
upright, our faces must be set toward 
Zion, upright in conversation, dealing and 
all affairs with men and God. With heads 
erect to God. bearing God's burden in 
perfect assurance that we shall not have 
to stoop or falter as we go toward God. 
When we feel the pressure of our bur- 
dens there is One who marches beside 
us who will Hft the extra load and com- 
fort us abundantly. 

“The way is one of suffering also. There 
are upon it the footprints of Him who 
marked the path with His blood. We 
are safest there when we recognize it 
by the blood stains and the nail prints 
made on Calvary’s cross.

Yt is the road that leads from 
banishment. As we near home thereon 
we shall hear the songs of the redeemed

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During the morning service yesterday at 
Trinity church Dr. J. W. Quillian, the 
pastor, preached a sermon from the text, 
“Then gpake the chief butler unto Pha~ 
raoh, saying, ‘I do remember my faults 
this day.” Gen. xii, 9. 

In part, Dr. Quillian spoke as follows: 

“Every man is endowed with a memory, 
which receives and retains the scenes, 
the acts, the hopes, the fears of life, that 
they may be and frequently are brought 
up in after years go that one may to @ 
great extent live over his life again. 
What a wonderful collection of pictures 
is hyng on the wall of memory, and how 
varied the assortment in the life of the 
average ‘person! Some of these are 39 
vivid and so pleasant that they come 
trooping up before the mind without ef- 
fort, while others are found only by the 
presence of an associated idea. This was 
the case with the chief butler. There are 
special times and things that fling wide 
the door of memory and cause us to 
walk among our treasures, whether we 
will or no, and critically fnspect them. 
‘This day do I remember.’ 

“That which is unusual and unexpected 
—that which we co not understand, 
things which break the regular course 
of life, and throw us into reflective 
moods, arouse sleeping memories and stir 
to action things long forgotten. The 
dream of Pharaoh had this effect upon 
the butler. So this subject will have a 
like effect on many of us today. Let us 
notice the scenes that have become 4 
part of ourselves. First we have a de- 
partment of joys and pleasures. In this 
we will find our early childhood home, 
with its happy days and joyous scenes. 
How tenderly dear are those scenes with 
the happy faces of loved ones grouped 
about us, and the sweet lullaby of a tender 
voice still falling upon our ears, and the 
warm kiss of affection still present, 
bringing a breath of paradise into the 
cold world where we now live. Then 
youth with its dreams, its plans and en- 
thusiasm. Down the path of life we come 
till, standing under the marriage bell, the 
current of two lives was merged into 
one, and with cloudless sky, to the strains 
cf sweet music, the voyage was begun. 
The air was redolent with perfume, waft- 
ed from flowers of hope, in the garden 
of bliss through which we walked. And 
then, that day when first we felt the 
sense of pardon from all sin and caught 
the first glimpse of the King in His beau- 
ty. Thank God for memories of joy and 
happiness! How they cheer and help us 
cn the way! 

“But there is also a department of sor- 
rows and griefs—with most of us a very 
large once. Here is found only the relics 
of happy, innocent childhood, memories 
cnly of fathers and motbers and other 
loved ones gene from us, and we have 
vacant chairs, empty cradles, little 
mounds wet with tears and green with 
arbor vitae. Here is found blasted hopes, 
shattered ambitions, failures and disap- 
pointments in so many things. Let the 
light burn low and the step be soft, for 
we are on sacred but sorrowful ground. 
Here is twired the cypress and grows 
the weeping willow. Oh, how many pic- 
tures of memory are draped in crepe! 
Again, we have the department of faults. 
This day do I remember my fault. Ther: 
is a melencholy pleasure ‘in walking 
through the other dsepar{ments, and yet 
it is more needful to inspect this. Who 
is not full of faults? There is forgetful- 
ness. The chief butler forgot Joseph—for- 
got his vows to help him. 

“We forget our Josephs, vows to our 
friends, to our femilies, to our church, 
to our God, who have all relped us. Then 
there is failure of appreciation of those 
who have helped us. We are so busy 
with our vwn plans and successes that 
the sorrow and grief of those still in 
rrison fade out of mind. Again, We cher- 
isk injuries received, but forget favors 
shown. That was the butler’s way, and 
it is curs. But he remembered his faults. 
So may we all. 

‘Firally, orening the coors of mem- 
ory and calling to mind our faults leads 
to better lives. When the chief butler 
remembered his fault he did what he 
could to atone for it. Joseph was brought 
out of prison and Hfted to high position. 
Let us do what we can to atone for our 
faults with friends, with loved ones, with 
‘ihe church and with God. Let us appre- 
clate them and do what we can to make 
them happy. Let us keep our promises 
to our God, and carry out our good inten- 
tions toward those in sorrow. Let us for- 
get injuries, bury differences, and appre- 
cfate what is done for us. Let us miti- 
gate suffering, minister to the sorrowing 
and remember and help out of prison all 
the Josephs around us, and this day will 
be a blessing to us all.”’ 
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“What Is Rest?’’ was the subject of the 
Rev. Dr. T. C. Tupper’s sermon yester- 
day morning in St, Luke’s church. The. 
assistant rector’s text was taken from 
Mathew xi, 28: “Come unto Me, all yo 
who labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” 

“These comforting words of our Divine 
Lord,’’ Dr. Tupper said, ‘‘were spoken 
in infinite compassion for those whose 
weakness and weariness He had shared. 
He offers them a rest which none else 
could give, as He now offers to all classes 
and conditions of men who are weary and 
heavy laden with the burden of sin, of 
suffering and of sorrow. 

“This simple word, ‘rest,’ touches the 
heart of humanity more and deeper than 
anything it could long or yearn for. It is 
not alone freedom from anxiety and care, 
but a calmness of spirit and tranquillity 
of mind amidst all the disturbers and 
agitators in our earthly pilgrimage. 

‘Rest is not bodily inactivity, for, when 
the body rests from exhaustion and 
fatigue, it is a perfect repose in physical 
rest and solid enjoyment. But not s0 
with the soul, lest there is freedom from 
the perturbations and distractions of 
the world, and from the burden of its 
own sins and sufferings. And this rest 
can only come to the soul when it has a 
conscious réalization of the burdensome- 
ness of sin. It is then that it gladly ac- 
depts the gracious invitation of the’ 
divine Christ, ‘Come unto me, and I will 
give you rest.’” 

In conclusion, Dr. Tupper said, ‘‘When 
the poet Dante, in exile, was asked by 
the monks, ‘My brother, what art thou 
seeking?’ he replied, ‘I am seeking rest.’ 
The world cannot give it, a man’s posses- 
sions cannot give it, the power of intel- 
lect cannot give it, only can it be be- 
stowed by the consecration of the heart 
to God.” 

At the evening service, Dr. Tupper 
spoke on the subject, “Right Action Fol- 
lows from Right Thinking.”’

The remains will be 
shipped on the 7:8 train this morning to 
Duluth, Ga., where the funeral will cccvr 
today. ; 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached an instructive 
sermon yesterday morning from the text: 
Inuke xii, 34: “For where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be also.” 

He sald in substance: 

“In this memorable sermon on the 
mount, Jesus tells Hés disciples to lay up 
their treasures in heaven, not on the 
earth. He then gives them the reosons 
why they should lay up treasures {fn 
heaven. Experience and observation as 
well as the Bible teach us that nothing 
is safe in this world. 

“There is not a rich man in the world 
who is not uneasy about his riches. He 
knows they are not safe. Every man has 
some treasure. It may not be money 
or bonds or stocks. We cannot lay these 
things up in heaven. The treasures which 
we are to lay up tin heaven are those of 
character in ourselves and others, good 
deeds that make the world happier. 

“Every act of mercy and charity done 
in the name of Christ is treasure Isid 
up in heaven. The living glory of God and 
the doing of His will is so much treasure 
laid up in heaven. 

“That which we most love and prize 
and seek for is sometimes our troasure. 
That into which we put our life. The 
man who puts his life into his buginess 
makes that his treasure. If the world is 
the main object for which we live then 
that is our treasure. Wherever we have 
an object of our affections there will our 
hearts be. The heart follows the treas- 
ure as the needle follows the lodestone. 

“The great lack of interest in spiritval 
and heavenly things shows that we are 
not laying up our treasures in heaven. 
This is doubtless the reason why 80 few | 
people seem to have an interest in the 
gospel and in the work of the church. 

“Christian people, so-called, are not, as 
a rule, deeply interested in religious mat- 
ters. Business and pleasure clalin the 
greater part of their attention. On the 
Sabbath day the church services are not 
attended as they should be. When Chris- 
tlan people have to be taffied and patted 
on the back in order to get them to at- 
tend church services ft is usually due to 
a lack of interest. It is not necessary to 
coax a man to go to his store or his shcp 
or his bank. His interests are these, con- 
sequently his heart is there. His treas- 
ure is laid up in this world. 

The excuses which people make for not 
going to the services of the church and 
for not engaging in church. work are 
simply ridiculous. As a rule they are 
not true. The poor preaching or the tils- 
erable music or the hot weather or the 
rain are only excuses. They will not 
stand. Sickness and death. are good ex- 
cuses, but besides these there are none. 
The true and honest reason why the 
church services are so much neglected is 
because the people have so little interest 
in them. Their interests are not in relig- 
ious things, hence their hearts are not 
there, 

“This is also the cause of the smallness 
of the contributions to religious objects. 
With some few exceptions, so-called 
Christian people give more begrudgingly 
and stintingly to the gospel than to almost 
any other object. 

“Theaters, wine parties and other 1ux- 
uries of a worldly nature cost church peo- 
ple more money than the gospel. More 
money is spent every year by Christian 
people upon the follies and non-essentials 
of life than is given for religious pur- 
poses. 

‘‘We do not have to go far to find the 
reason for this. Their treasures are not 
in heaven, therefore their hearts vre not 
there. They have but littie jnterest in 
these things. 

‘‘Where the heart Is deeply interested in 
these spiritual things the money is al- 
ways forthcoming. The true spirit of 
consecration is always present when the 
treasures are laid up in heaven. 

“When men begin to lay up thelr treas- 
ures in heaven their money will not dom- 
inate the church as it does today. Money 
is the dominating power not only of the 
world, but of the church as well.,’’ 
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Rev. W. L. Lingle, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church at Dalton, Ga., preached 
the morning sermon from the text con- 
tained in I Peter, i, if, iif, II; the subject 
being: “Growth in Christian Character.” 
His opening thought was substantially as 
follows: 

“Christian perfection is not the work of 
a day, but of years, possible of eternity. 
The Christian longing for perfection is 
right; he should not be satisfied without 
it. ‘I shall be satisfied,’ said the Psalm- 
ist, ‘when I awake in the likeness.’ But 
there will be no sudden transformation. 
Christian character is not obtained in this 
way. It is a growth. Tne highest devel- 
opment is attained when the longest time 
is required for maturity. The mushroom 
is the growth of a night, but from the 
acorn to the majestic oak is a long period. . 
So it is in animal like, the lowest forms 
are the most speedily developed. So it is 
with man’s nature. Intellectual develop- 
ment requires longer time than physical, 
and the spiritual longer than the intellec- 
tual. As this continual growth proceeds, 
aman becomes a sweeter, nobler Chris- 
tian. In this we have a test of the real- 
ity of our Christian character. Am I a 
better man now than years ago? Am [ 
growing? If not, it is time to examine 
whether I have the Christian life at all. 
But if we, have this life, it will constantly 
grow into stronger character, and our 
text tells us how this growth is to be 
attained.”

BLOODY FICHT 
WITH A PRISONER 


Officer Spradlin Came Near 
Being Shot Down 


CARPET STAINED WITH BLOOD 


Oscar McCoy, Butler for J. R. Mob- 
ley, 6 Baltiniore Place, Threat- 
ens To Kill the Cook and 
Attempts To Shoot a 
Policeman.

Having filled up on liquor of a nonde- 
script kind while the family were away 
from home yesterday afternoon Oscar 


McCoy, the negro butler for J. R. Mob- 


ley, No. 6 Baltimore place, proceeded to 
whip the cook and when Call Officer 
George Spradlin attempted to arrest him 
he drew a pistol and only surrendered 
after a desperate and bloody fight. 

In the struggle to protect his life and 
overcome the drunken negro, Officer 
Spradlin smashed a fine large window 
pane and dyed red with blood the Brus- 
sels carpet in the drawing room. 

The first part of the fight took part in- 
side the house and causéd no excitement, 
but when the officer finally dragged his 
prisoner to the front porch, the whole 
neighborhood rushed upon the _ scene, 
men, women and children joining the 
crowd. There were cries of “kill him,”’ 
and ‘don’t kill him,” “help him,” “help 
the police,’ and “help the butler.’’ 

Amid all this excitement the officer kept 
a hold.on his prisoner, who was still 
struggling, but-gefting weaker from the 
loss of blood. 

Inside the house the negro had made 
several attempts to shoot down tHe offi- 
cer, and it was only by using his club 
and pushing the muzzle of the pistol 
aside that the policeman saved himself 
from being shot and probably murdered. 

Tried To Kill the Cook. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
telephone message was sent to the police 
barracks asking that an officer go to No. 
6 Baltimore place to arrest a drunken ne- 
gro who was trying to kill a woman. 
Officer Spradlin found the cook at the 
house designated, who told him that Mc- 
Coy, the butler, was drunk and had 
threatened to kill her after smashing a 
fine lamp with a stick and drawing his 
pistol. 

The officer found McCoy sitting in front 
of the house. The family were away from 
home. The negro, when he saw the po- 
liceman, tried to run into the house and 
was stopped just as he stepped through 
the front door. 

‘“‘What do you want?’ asked the negro. 

“T want you to come outside until I can 
investigate charges that have been made 
against you,” the officer replied. 

With an oath the negro said he would 
not let any — — Atlanta policeman arrest 
him. Spradlin took hold of the negro 
and then the fight began. McCoy jerked 
a pistol from his pocket and in another 
moment would have shot the policeman if 
the latter had not seen the weapon In 
time to thrust it aside. The contest from 
that on was for the possession of the pis- 
tol. Three times the negro got the muz- 
zie against the officer’s body, but each 
time he was prevented from firing. 

Officer Used His Club. 

Spradlin got his club into ase and the 
negro was soon begging for quarters. 
During the fight the negro fell through 
one of the front windows, smashing a 
large pane of glass. The blood that 
flowed from the wounds on his head 
dyed red the fine parlor carpet. 

No excuse could be given for the ne- 
gro’s conduct except that he had been 
drinking. He will be tried in the record- 
er’s court this afternoon and, besides be- 
ing heavily fined for his fight with the 
officer, he will doubtless be held for car- 
rying cSncealed weapons and for an as- 
sault with intent to murder.

State Geologist Investigating 
McDutfe's Gold

VALUABLE MINES THERE 


a 


Hand of Midas Seems To Have 
Touched the Rock Ribs of Mc- 
Duffie—Some of the Fa- 
mous Mines and What 
They Are Doing. 


State Geologist W. 8. Yeates will leave 
the city today for McDuffie county, where 
he goes to make further investigations 
upon the gokl veins of that section, some 
of which have been found to be most re- 
markable in extent and richness. 

There are three mines in the northern 
section of McDuffie county which Profes- 
sor Yeates proposes to take "p espec‘ally 
at this time and give them a thorongh ex- 
amination. These are the Tatham, the 
Porter and the Edwards. hey are all 
in the same gold telt with those which 
have recently made such rich yields, and 
all of them have been worked at consid. 
erable profit. 

The development of the gold bearing 
veins of that section which extend up into 
Lincoin and Wilkes counties is proving 
productive of marvelous results. It seems 
almost as if Midas had touched the rocks 
of McDuffie, as nearly all are teeming 
with the yellow metal, and in soma cases 
in such profuse quantities as to seem al- 
most fabulous, 

Much of the development of that sec- 
tior. has been due tothe efforts of Profes- 
sor Yeates, as m@fy of the discoveries 
of new veins of. recent years have been 
brought about«through his geologica) in- 
vestigations. He fecently examined the 
Columbia mine in which such a rich strike 
has been made, a‘small vein yielding, it 
is stated, $22,640 per ton. It Is said thcse 
owning this mine have been offered $50,000 
for a half interest, but ~efused it be- 
cause they were satisfied they could get 
vastly more than that out of it. Samples 
of the gold taken from this mine are now 
on exhibition in Atlantu. The results 
from this small vein are truly marvelous. 

A Rich and Famous Mine. 

Another McDuffle county mine which 
has made its owner wealthy its that of 
Mrs. J .Belknap Smith, which is also jo- 
cated in the northern part of the county. 
The cost of getting the gold out of this 
mine, it is said, is about $3.00 per ton, and 
the value of the gold taken out is $26 per 
ton of ore. In two years, it is stated, Mrs. 
Smith secured net from this mine $24,000. 
Similar results have been had for muny 
years back, and now she nas given wtp 
mining herself and is leasing her prcep- 
erty to other parties, 

The Columbia mine, in which the rich 
vein before spoken of was found, is only 
about a mile from Mrs. Smith’s mine, and 
there is a group of gold mines right in 
tris section of the county. 

Very little prospecting is done with the 
Georgia mines similar to that dorie in the 
west. Some time ago, however, Professor 
Yeates made an estimate upon a mine in 
White county known as the Martin mine. 
He estimated from what could be seen 
that if the ore held up for a certain dis- 
tance down into the earth as it should 
according to the formation about $1,500,000 
could be taken out. This mine, tog2ther 
with several other veins and a large tract 
of land, is now on the market and the 
owner wants $250,000 for it. 

There are some gold veins in Oglethorpe 
and Wiikes counties, and recently gold 
has been found in Elbert county in paying 
quantities. This is all from the same 
veins and in no instance is the metal jeaf 
gold, but the thick and weighty yellow 
substance. sufficient in quantity in al- 
most every instance to be worth guving 
after. 

‘ One of the most yaluable mines is the 
Magruder mine, in Lincoln county, from 
which not only gold is secured, but pay- 
ing quantities of silver, copper and lead. 


No Place for a Man in Love. 


New York Tribune: “The army is no 
place for a man who falls in love,’”’ mut- 
tered the corporal connected with one cf 
the uptown recruiting stations the other 
day. 

He took a picture out of his pocket 
and looked at it longingly. It was of a 
girl with short, curly hair, and her white 
felt hat was pulled down over one eye, as 
a contrast to the direction taken by its 
white chicken feather.

Walthour not only is winning laurels 
on the cycle track, but his experience on 
the track has proven a paying venture. 
His prizes since he entered the profes- 
sional riders’ class.” according to his 
friends and his first trainer, Gus Castles, 
will come very close to $10,000; and ‘‘Bob- 
by”’ has shown the wisdom to “plant” 
the better part of this. Besides this 
prize money Walthour receives a stated 
salary of $20 per week from the firm 
whose wheel he rides, and he never en- 
ters a race but he receives a guarantee 
or bonus of anywhere from $100 to $600. 

Walthour first came into prominence 
as a rider of the amateur class in 1894. 
Gus Castles claims the “discovery” of 
Walthour as one of the wonders of the 
cycle world. Castles was attracted to 
the boy while he was riding in small 
events here among local talent, Castles 
believed if Walthour was properly train- 
ed the lad could work wonders on the 
wheel. He took him in hand and, af- 
ter several months of training, entered 
him in a series of races at Columbus, 
Ga., where Walthour captured first prize 
in every event he competed for. From 
Columbus Castles took Walthour to 
Nashville to the first indoor races in the 
south, and from there ‘‘Bobby”’’ went to 
the northern tracks. 

The Georgia lad's first greaf victory was 
gained in Madison Square Garden, where 
he smashed the world's individual rec- 
ord in six-day riding, running 14 
miles ahead of any other rider during 
the entire seventy-two racing hours. 
Walthour rode in this race with Jay Ea- 
ton as his partner, but Eaton gave up 
after the second day and Walthour, real- 
izing he was out of the race for team 
prizes, went into it for the individual 
record. It is probable he will hold the 
record in six-day racing for a long time 
to come, as this sort of cycling is now 
barred. 

Walthour'’s next victory was in the six- 
ty-hour race in Boston, when he ran 
first and also established a new record 
in this class. 

Probably the greatest of Walthour’s 
achievements, viewing it from a speed 
rather than an endurance standpoint is 
the new record he established for a com- 
petition mile. This was at Manhattan 
Beach when Walthour, after riding 24 
miles, covered a mile in 1 minute and 
2) seconds. 

Since May 28 Walthour has ridden in 
eighteen races, varying in distance from 
15 to 50 miles. Of these he has won 
fourteen, breaking about half a dozen 
world records, including the 15 and 28 
mile distances.

Patlistic Story Told by. Mrs. Tabitha 
Gammon at Police Barracks. 


A HOMELESS OLD WOMAN 


Says She Has Four Children, but 
They Do Not Take Care of Her. . 
Forty-One-Year-Old Baby. 


“Over the hills to the poor house,”’ re- 
peated the police matron last night when 
an old woman had finished telling her 
pitiful story to a reporter of The Consti- 
tution. The woman was Mrs. Berry Gam- 
mon, the mother of four children and all 
living and doing well, but she had no woof 
to cover her white head and no shelter 
to protect her withered form from the 
sun and the rain. She had been to the 
poor house and had come away only to 
be again picked up by the police. 

She gave a history of her life ar! the 
one pathetic cord In the warn and wéof 
of it was her love for her “baby boy.” 
He is 41 vears old, but still her “baby 
boy.”’ 

She said she had one son and one 
daughter who were too mean to help her; 
one daughter who couldn’t afford to have 
her at the house, and one son, her “baby 
boy.”’ who would help her if he could. 

“There is mv oldest daughter,’’ she 
stated, ‘‘who won't have me with her be- 
cause she is mean. There.is my youngest 
daughter, who has grown daughters her- 
self, who must entertain young men, and 
of course there isn’t any room for an old 
creature like myself. There is my oldest 
son, who is mean, too, because he has a 
wife who makes him mean like herself. 
And there is my ‘baby boy,’ who is a 
widower with three sons, and he would 
help me, bless his dear heart, but he 
isn’t able. They sent me to the poor 
house and I was satisfied to stay there 
until my poor old body wore itself out, 
but the other day I wanted to walk 


around just once more before I died. Sol. 


slipped away and came to the city and 
last night I took sick and here I am.”’ 

Mrs. Gammon. was Miss Tabitha Bet- 
terton and she married Berry Gammon, 
or “Little Berry.’’ as he.called himself, 
when she was only 13 vears of age. That 
was sixty-eight years ago. Gammon died 
twenty-two years -70. He was a confed- 
erate soldier and was in the battle of 
Atlanta. 

The police have been told that the old 
woman’s mind is weak and that much she 
tells about her children may be hallucina- 
tions. But the noor house is no halluci- 
nation to the poor old woman.

Evils of Military Code. 


New York Evening Post: The citizens 
of Berlin are justly incensed by the re- 
jection on the part of the imperial gov- 
ernment of a Herr Kaufmann, who had 
been elected to the position of second, or 
assistant, mavor of the city. Admittedly 
aman of great ability, a member of the 
Reichstag since 1890, and one who had 
kept himself quite free from the taint of 
subserviency to the powers that be, or 
of narrow partisanship, Herr Kaufmann 
is conceded to be eminently qualified for 
the position to which he was chosen. The 
only reason for his rejection, which is 
due, it is believed, to the Emperor him- 
self, relates to an incident which ended 
his military career in 1883. At that time 
a second lieutenant in the reserve, Herr 
Kaufmann, was involuntarily discharged 
from the service because he had taken 
part in the reichstag elections of 1882 as 
the representative of a progressive and 
independent political association, and had 
particularly attracted attention by his 
open opposition to the Jew-baiters. The 
military court held that this was con- 
duct inconsistent with the honor: of an 
officer, and in accordance with this ex- 
traorjinary decision he was discharged. 
The Berliners are now asking themselves 
what the original crime was that it 
should be brought up against a man af- 
ter 18 years of enlfehtened public ser- 
vice, and why the military code should 
have any weight in what is purely a ci- 
vilian and civil affair. A better illus- 
tration of the way the military code, 
with its medieval spirit and provisions, 
permeates all public ‘ife in Germany, it 
would be hard to find.

BOY AND MAN UNDER ARREST 


W. M. Crawford, 13-Year-Old Boy, 
Threatened To Kill Policeman 
Who Raided J. O. Murphy’s 
Place—Police Made a 
Big Haul. 


The county police had a thrilling ex- 
perience yesterday while making a raid 
on a Marietta street blind tiger. 

For a few seconds Policemen Poole, 
Oliver and Mathieson, who made the 
raid, were looking down the barrels of 
a big shot gun loaded with No. 1 shot, 
and they thought probably their time 
had come. ’ 

They managed to get out of the diffi- 
culty without an accident, and landed 
in jail J. O. Murphy, who is put 
down as the proprietor of the 
place, and Ww. M. Crawford, a 
13-year-old boy employed by Mur- 
phy, who manipulated the gun and 
threatened to blow the policeman’s brains 
out, individually and collectively. 

The place raided’ is located at the 
corner of Marietta and Corbett streets, 
and it is said it has been operated on 
the quiet for some time. Complaint was 
made to Chief A. Q. Turner, of the 
county police, who planned a raid, and 
yesterday he detailed Policemen W. J. 
Poole, J. C. Oliver and George Mathie- 
son, to bag the game. Policeman Oliver 
had: previously purchased liquor there 
in order to have evidence sufficient to 
authorize him and the other men in 
making the raid. 

They went out to the place yestercpy 
afternoon between 3 and 4 o’clock. One 
of the men stationed himself at the front 
door, another at the side door and an- 
other at the rear. The crowd inside evi- 
dently suspected something and one of 
the men started out the side door in an 
evident attempt to get away. As he 
came out Policeman Poole felled him 
to the ground, 

Murphy, as he afterwards proved to 
be, jumped up and returning to the 
house, ran up stairs. Poole called to 
the other men and then started in the 
house. As he went in he saw five or 
six men sitting around a table drinking. 
He placed them all under arrest, not 
knowing which one was wanted for run- 
ning the place. 

Boy Held the Gun. 

As he went in a small youth, W. M. 
Crawford, about 13-years-of-age, asked 
him what he wanted. Poole replied by 
asking the boy ‘the same question. The 
boy disappeared for a minute and re- 
turned very shortly with a double-bar- 
relled shot gun. Leveling his gun on 
Policeman Poole, Crawford called out: 

“Don’t you move or I'll blow your 
brains out.’’ 

Poole pushed one of the customers 
whom he had arrested in front of him 
and told the boy to blaze away. The 
boy backed towards the stairs, all the 
while keeping the gun on Poole, and he 
heard the other two policemen coming 
down stairs with Murphy. Turning to 
them he said: 

‘‘Let him go*or I'll kill you.’’ 

By that time Policeman Poole had 
slipped up behind and caught hold of 
tue boy. Policeman Oliver caught hold 
of the gun and they soon had him dis- 
armed. Oliver and Mathieson had quite 
a scrap with Murphy before arresting 
him. Policeman Poole said he thought 
for a moment that his time had come 
and he began thinking about some life 
insurance that he had taken out a few 
days before. He once thought of shoot- 
ing the boy, but said he was so young 
he could not bring himself to the point 
of doing it. 

The three policeman carried Murphy 
and young Crawford to jail, the latter 
being charged with pointing a gun at 
another. They released the customers 
whom they found drinking in the place. 

The county police seized between four 
and five gallons of whisky they found 
in the place and three or four casks of 
bottled beer. The liquors were carried to 
the office of Chief Turner at the city 
court building, 


An “Obscure” Candidate. 


Boston Herald: Perhaps .Chafrman 
Jones, of the democratic national commit- 
tee was misquoted in his suggestion that 
the democrats might by and by agree 
upon an obscure candidate for the next 
presidency. The word is a rather strong 
one in this connection, and if Mr. Jones 
used it he probably had in mind that 
some candidate might be found not very 
much thought of among politicians at 
present. It would*hardly be appropri- 
ate to seek the presidency in an obscure 
quarter. James K. Polk and Franklin 
Pierce were of the kind of men Mr. Jones 
was most naturally thinking of; but 
neither of them was obscure when he 
was nominated.

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NEW PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL 
IS PROVING A SUCCESS 


The recently established Presbytefan 
hospital has passed its first month, and, 
according to reports.of the work accom- 
plished, it is proving’ @ success. 

The institution was’ opened July 1, and 
up to the present time 20 patients have 
received treatment. Of that number six 
have been discharged 4s cured and there 
are still 14 in the Bagpital, 

Several serious sufgicaTonerations were 
performed, and it is ‘announced that they 
were all successful, In’addition to the 
above mentioned number of patients, sev- 
eral persons, who wére able to go to the 
hospital, but who were not sick enough 
to be in ‘bed, have received treatment in 
the clinic department. That department 
is located in the basement of the hospital 
and is now in full operation. 

There are six nurses on duty and every 
bed in the institution is now in service. 
Dr. A. R. Holderby, president of the 
board of trustees, stated yesterday after- 
noon that just as soon as sufficient funds 
are obtained enlarged quarters will be 


secured. It is the intention of the trus- 
tees to erect a regular hospital building 
as goon as possible, but it is not yet 
known when definite steps will be taken 
in that direction. 

Miss Edith Reynolds, who has been con- 
nected with a New York hospital and 
who was selected as superintendent of 
nurses for the Atlanta institution, has 
arrived and assumed her duties. She re- 
lieves Miss Cunyus, whe was appointec to 
the position temporarily. There is aiso 
another trained uurse on the staff. Four 
of the staff are pupil nurses, who are to 
be instructed in the training schoo] for 
nurses, operated in connection with the 
hospital. 

A young ladies” auxiliary to the hospital 
association has been crganized and will 
assist in the work of the ladies’ auxiliary. 
A number of young ladies have aiready 
joined, and it is expected that others 
will become members shortly. The trus-

To Escape Lynching. 


ASSAULTED A WHITE WOMAN 


Talks About the Matter as if It Was 
of Little Consequence—Sheriff 
Eluded the Mob.

The sheriff of Cherokee county brought 
to Atlanta last night for safe keeping 
Raymond Ross, a’ negro who has con- 
fessed to an assault upon Mrs: Miller, an 
elderly white woman who lives on the 
farm of a man named McLane. 

The assault occurred about a week ago, 
Ross goirg to the McLane place while he 
was drunk. Mrs. Miller was alone. 

Ross was arrested last Wednesday and 
he made a full confession. When the 
news of his arrest and confession be- 
came known a crowd was organized to 
lynch him, and the sheriff had to hide 
out in the woods with the negro for two 
days and nights. 

By riding several miles fa a buggy the 
sher'ff eluded the mob and reached a 
railroad station, where he took the train 
for Atlanta. 

Ross worked on a farm ten miles from 
Canten, in Cherokee county, and about a 
mile from where the assault tcak place. 
He appears to “be #4iotic and speaks of 
the crime and of the attempt to lynch 
nim as very commen-place matters, ~ 

He will be held until his trial comes off, 
when the sheriff will ask the governor for 
a guard of soldiers.

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THE PASSING THRONG 


Samuel A. Hawk, of Mourndsville, W. 
Va., recently appointed warden of the 
new federal prison being erected here, 
arrived in the city yesterday and regts- 
tered at the Aragon. The object of Mr. 
Hawk's visit here is to look over the new 
building, which he has never seen, .and 
to secure bids on the equipment and ve- 
rious furnishings of the numerous de- 
partments of the penal institution. He 
will remain in the city for a week or ten 
days. 

Warden Hawk came here directly from 
Huntington, W. Va., where he has been 
for the past few weeks studvine some of 
the detatls employed in the operation of 
the prison there. While at this place he 
frequently saw Captain Oterlin M. Car- 
ter, who is confinued there. As boys Cup- 
tain Carter and Warden Hawk were 
friends and playmates. They lived on the 
Ohio river near to each other. “It was a 
terrible blow to me,” said he, “when IT 
learned of Carter's defalcation. He was 
a noble fellow, with a frank, fearless na- 
ture, open and generous-hcarted, an {deal 
military man and the closest student I 
have ever known.” 

Warden Hawk has been a close student 
of criminology for a good many vears, 
end has many edvanced ideas for the 
sovernment and contro! of prisoners. One 
of the features of prison life he strongly 
advocates is the appointing of guards 
who are men of good morals, education 
and self-respect. ‘Take a guard,” hoa 
said, ‘“‘who encourages famiilarity witn 
the prisoners, and you have one who is a 
disorganizer of prison discipline. They 
should be men who are firm ani coura- 
geous, men who will command the re- 
spect of the prisoners, for just as the of- 
ficers of the prison act, so will the pris- 
cners conduct themselves.”’ 

The new warden expressed himself as 
oppos'ng the harsher ren:edies sometimes 
employed in handling prisoners. ‘‘Kind- 
ness and moral suasion,”’ he said, “will 
succeed ninety times out of a hundred 
with prisoners. The first and main thing 
to do is to win their confidence and make 
them look upon you as their friend, not 
their persecutor. Kindness and firmness 
work wonders with prisoners, but when 
they are guilty of breach of rules, and 
the violation is willful, I belleve they 
Fhould be punished. Hope of reward has 
everything to do with the control of pris- 
oners. I find if you give them what they 
most desire for meritorious conduct and 


what thay dread mcst for incorrigibility, 
that the trouble is reduced to the min- 


| imum.”’ 


In regard to the chaplain of the prison, 


'Warden Hawk said it would be a great 


mistake if an old man Is appointed. He 
said it is easier to work on thetr feelings 
and impose on them, and that they do 
not come In as close touch with the work 
as a younger man who is ready to enter 
into the work with vim and earnestness. 
“What we need,” he continued, “ia 2 
man who can win the love and the econ- 
fidence of the prisoners, one who can 
texch them the gospel in a manner eal- 
culated to interest them. The chaplain 
who seeks through the medium of illus- 
trations and by releting ‘stories with 
rroral endings will suc®&-ed among the 
prisoners, not the one who tells them 
their souls are eternally lost. who 
preaches to them of the prodigal son and 
Sings, ‘Oh, where is my wandering boy 
tonight?’ This is but one of the many 
reasons why a vovunger chaplain fs bet- 
ter capacitated for the place.” 

In regard to the new prison, the war- 
den said that while he had not vet in- 
spected it, he would say that it will be a 
model of its kind. and if the additional 
appropriation is granted, it can be guar- 
anteed to he the rocet perfect penal in- 
stitution in the world. , 


Colonel John E. duBignon, of Bruns- 
wick, one of south Georgia's most prom- 
inent citizens, was among the guests at 
the Matfestic vesterday.

He would make an Iideal 
officer. and, if a candidate, would make 
a streng race, but I believe after sound- 
ing his constituency, he arrived at his 
determination not to Become a candidate 
for the office with the result of his cam-_ 
paign : hadowed in doubt.
